FOOD AND FUN AND WOMEN'S EQUALITY 

In recognition of Equality Day, the 58th anniversary of the Nineteenth Amendment, 
which gave women the right to vote, the Palm Beach County Commission on the Status 
of Women is sponsoring a "Bring Your Own" Picnic on Saturday, August 26, 1978 from 
1:00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. at El Vedado Park in West Palm Beach. 

All federal, state and local candidates for political office have been invited to 
participate, to present their platform and to meet the people. 

El Vedado Park is located north of Southern Blvd. between 1-95 and Dixie Hwy. From 
Southern Blvd, turn north onto Paseo Andulsia and go several blocks. You will see 
the park with tennis courts, baseball field and playground. \ 
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It is a standard Bell telephone device, recommended by the company, and, in our case 
also recommended by our own operators. It monitors incoming calls only, and cuts 
off automatically when the switchboard cuts out of the call. 


Its purpose is to allow the administrator in charge of the switchboard to spot check 
the manner in which calls are being answered, and to double-check the operation of 
the equipment so that service for everyone can be improved. 

It is used to monitor response time of the operator on the incoming calls. It is 
used routinely within the Bell system and has been effective in obtaining more 
efficient service. 

7| ~ We have had our monitor since June 16, when it was installed in Dr. 

Erling's office, and it was switched on August 11 to my office when 
Tnat MoyuXofL j became the administrator in charge of the switchboard. 

It is a threat to no one's privacy since the call cuts off automatically before you 
pick up your telephone. It is a means by which the administrator can visit the 
switchboard room to listen to what is going on there without having to leave his 
office and walk upstairs to do so. We are trying to make things better for everyone 
If anyone wants to observe the use of the monitor, feel free to drop by. -- Tate

EMERGENCY EVACUATION DRILL INSTRUCTIONS 


1. The emergency evacuation signal is a distinctive alarm that is used for this 
purpose only. It is not used for recall. 

2. When the alarm is sounded, instructors shall direct their students to the 
primary exit. (Shortest route to an exit from the building) It is the 
instructors responsibility to see that handicapped persons are cared for at 
all times. (Elevators are not to be used during either a drill or a fire.) 

3. Instructors will explain to all classes the fire signal used by the College, 
and other evacuation procedures. Department Chairpersons and Supervisors 
will insure that these instructions are posted on all bulletin boards, and 
that all instructors notify all classes as above. 

4. The instructor will be the last to leave the room. Closing the door will 
indicate clearance of the area. 

5. Movement will be conducted silently and orderly so that emergency instruc- 
tions may be heard. 

6. Personnel not assigned to fire duties are to leave the building. This 
includes administrative, staff, cafeteria, and maintenance workers. 

7. Cafeteria workers will turn off all fires, oven, and appliances before 
leaving the building. 

8. All people outside the buildings when the alarm is sounded, will remain 
away from the buildings until directed to return. 

9. Assigned building marshalls (physical plant personnel) will report on 
prescribed forms at the conclusion of each drill. 

The above instructions are in accordance with Section 6A-2.86 of the State 
Education Law. -- Tate

Welcome back to the first ever Monday Report on Tuesday! 

The information everybody should have been waiting for is now available and there 
is good news and bad news. 

The good news is that we have more students than ever before in the history of the 
college -- 8,398 credit students. 

That's 471 more than a year ago, and 207 more than in the Winter Term last year, 
our previous high. 

n PBJC Central gained 97 to reach 5,617, PBJC North gained 106 
More Good News to 1,009, PBJC Glades gained 129 to 596, and PBJC South gained 
Than Bad 160 to 718. 


The bad news is that we failed to create any new FTE. We dropped again in full time 
students and our new part time students made up the difference, but no more. 

As everybody knows, or should know, our funding from the state does not depend on 
the number of students we serve, but on FTE's (full time equivalents). 

In this important figure, we were almost exactly even with a year ago, but when you 
consider that 15 of the 28 common ity/j uni or colleges in the state are reporting 
dropping enrollment, that is not too bad. 

However, we want to do even better in the Winter Term, and even before that, if we 
can, in trying to make our continuing education offerings as successful as possible. 

You can help by keeping informed, and by passing the word along to people you know 
who need what the college has to offer. 

Thank you for your assistance during registration and drop/add week in getting these 
students into the proper courses. 

Remember, we still have another registration at the South Center. Students may still 
apply and register for day classes at the Boca Raton Center. Registration will be 
September 18 - 22 and classes start September 25, 1978. -- Charles Graham

For the first time ever, Palm Beach Junior College is offering a two-year Legal 
Assistant Program leading to an A.S. degree, underway now at PBJC North.

FROM; Dr. Samuel S. Bottosto, Chapter President of FACC 

When the history of our times is vrritten, it may designate the tv;o 
decades following World War II as the golden age of American education 
Never before v;as education more highly valued. Never before was so 
much of it so readily available to so many. Never before had it been 
supported so generously. Never before v/as so much expected of it. 

But in these critical times of the late '70's, public education in 
this country appears to be in trouble. Taxpayers are revolting against 
the skyrocketing costs of education. Schools are being denied the 
funds they say they need for quality education. Teachers are uniting 
to press demands for higher pay and better v/orking conditions. 

High school, college and university students have rebelled against 
v/hat they call "The Establishment," resisting and overturning regula- 
tions, demanding pupil directed rather than teacher-directed educa- 
tion and turning in some cases to the abuses of alcohol, hard drugs, 
and juvenile-adult crime. Minorities are demanding equal treatment, 
v/hich is surely their right. But when integration makes social diff- 
erences more visible, and when equality of opportixnity is not follov/- 
ed quickly by equality of achievement, frustration turns to anger, 
which sometimes leads to violence. 

So what's new about education being in trouble. Here in Florida 
this has been the theme song of the State Legislature for the past 
decade. l\lhat is being done — what can be done to manage this perva- 
sive problem? 

The Florida Association of Community Colleges, popularly knov;n as 
FACC, is a professional educational association whose main thrust is 
to promote the best possible conditions for professional service, to 
encourage professional grov/th, to work toward articulation v/ith other 
levels of education, to identify the needs and. problems of Florida's 
public community- junior colleges and communicate them to the appropri- 
ate agencies and groups and to provide media for communication about 
and among the state's public community colleges. 

FACC mem})ership is open to all Florida community college employees 
and trustees or to any citizen interested in furthering the cause 
of community college education. 

The cost of personal membership in FACC is only $15.00 per year. 
Since FACC is recognized as the voice of the community college system 
before the State Legislature, it is reasonable to assume that vir- 
tually all community college employees would want to make certain 
that their message is properly communicated to Florida's new 
Governor, the Cedoinet Board of Education, and the members of the 
State Legislature.

Dr. Richard E. Yinger, associate professor in the Social Science Department, 
spoke on Extraterrestrial Intelligence at a meeting sponsored by the Aquarian 
Research Society in the Auditorium Friday.

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Forty years ago, Edwin V. Pugh, of Lake Worth, senior instructor at PBJC joined 
a group of 37 other college men to recreate the pioneers' trek from Massachusetts 
to the Northwest Territory 150 years earlier. 

This past summer 14 of the men who in 1937-38 had followed that trail to the 
Territory, which later became the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois 
and Wisconsin, had a reunion in Marietta, Ohio. 


It was the late Ed Hawes of Marietta, who originated the idea of a Northwest 
Territory celebration to coincide with his town's 150th anniversary.

His plan had first been approved by U.S. Rep. Robert Secrest, 
then by President Franklin D. Roosevelt, and finally by 
Congress, which endorsed a year-long observance and allotted 
$150,000 for the trip. 


The young "pioneers" — 38 in all -- traveled just as the 1787-88 company had, 
starting from a town near Ipswich, Mass., on Dec. 3, 1937 with oxen and wagon 
and later using boats to float down the Muskingum River from West Newton, Pa., 
to Marietta. 


Life magazine, which followed the progress of the trip, noted in one account that 
the men were lost in the mountains of Pennsylvania. 

"We weren't lost," Ed says, indicating that the reporters simply hadn't found them. 

The "pioneers" sometimes had to use ropes to help the two oxen stay upright on the 
ice of the mountain roads. 

Arriving in Marietta, April 7, 1938 (the same date the original pioneers had come 
in 1788, the young men "with longer hair and thinner shoes" were greeted by newsreel 
cameras, "Indians" on the bank and 100,000 others. 

Before they left to continue their trek into the Northwest Territory, the men posed 
in front of a monument, commissioned especially for the occasion. 

This summer, the 14 men who returned for the reunion posed for another photo by 
the same monument. 


A news story from the Marietta Times quotes Ed: "Of course you know, 10 years from 

now, we'll all be back," (the town will celebrate its bicentennial 1988). 

Another of the returnees quipped, "With canes." 

"No" Ed declared, "in '87 I'll go over to Hamilton (the starting point near Ipswich, 
Mass.) and see how far I can walk it." 

Ed, with PBJC since 1967, faculty advisor to the Political Union, has been responsible 
for bringing numerous local, state and national candidates to the campus; he also 
headed the PBJC Bicentennial Committee and is president of the Historical Society of 
Palm Beach County.

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE REPEAL OF RULE 
6HX-18-4.26, Bona Fide Resident , AND THE ADOPTION OF RULE 6Hx-18-4.26, Florida 
Student Definition : 

The District Board of Trustees of Palm Beach Junior College chose to assess a 
matriculation fee of $14.00 per student semester hour and a tuition fee of $29.00 
per semester hour for out-of-state students (non-Florida residents) in lieu of a 
tuition fee of $200 for each non bona fide resident of Florida. 

SUMMARY: The fee as assessed now makes it possible for the College to collect a 

tuition fee from all non-Florida residents regardless of whether they are full- 
time or part-time students. 

ECONOMIC IMPACT: All non-Florida residents are now paying a pro-rated tuition fee.

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Five members of the county delegation to the legislature--Senators Harry Johnston 
and Don Childers, and Representatives Reid Moore, Tom Lewis and Ed Healey -- were 
briefed on legislative needs of Palm Beach Junior College, Wednesday, September 27 

The delegation members met with Dr. Edward Eissey, president, and some members of 
his staff in an informal session at the college. 

Dr. Eissey stressed the need for better funding of all community colleges. 

He said a recent study showed community colleges 
received seven per cent more money from the state 
over the last four years while students increased 
37.7 per cent and inflation added 38 per cent to 
costs. 

Dr. Eissey named three items which the college would ask specific help from the 
legislators this year: 

1. Obtaining state matching funds for the $450,000 available from the 
county for building a swimming pool at PBJC Central. 

He said the county commission has only agreed to the matching funds this year, 
and that the legislature must act favorably, or the opportunity will be lost for 
the combined college/community pool. 

2. Obtaining funds for building the first phase of PBJC North. 

He said the college would have obtained these funds last year if the legislature 
' had allocated capital outlay funds by the priorities established by the State 

Department of Education. 

Instead, the legislature adopted a formula which gave millions of dollars to 
colleges where the money is not needed, and only $169,000 to PBJC, instead of 
the requested $4.5 million. 

He said the college will probably lose the use of classrooms at Palm Beach Gardens 
High School where some of the 3,100 students now served by PBJC North are meeting 
after this year. 

A new survey by the State Department of Education is scheduled October 9, he added 

3. Help in obtaining permission to have a referendum asking for a half mill 
of taxation from the community. 

Questions and comments from the legislators generally indicated approval of the 
first two requests, but not the third. 

Senator Johnston offered to buy lunch for Dr. Eissey if a similar half mill 
referendum in Pinellas County in November succeeds, and advised that "two out of 
three isn't bad." 

Senator Childers said in his recent campaigning the number one question was on tax 
relief, and said the timing would be bad on any measure calling for more taxes. 

{ "I've been in many of the condominiums," he said, "and these people have been 

eaten up by inflation. The first thing they want to know is what help you can 
give them."

2. ACADEMIC RANK : 

Grandfathering the salary of those personnel who previously had a title change 
only. Increases due to the grandfathering would be effective November 1 or 
upon acceptance of the offer (if later than November 1). 

3. CONTRACTS : 

Bargaining Unit Personnel would be required to accept a 196 day contract 
if offered unless extenuating circumstances were present. Extenuating 
circumstances would include medical limitations of personnel and advanced 
study related to one's field. 



In a very recent development, the administration 
was made aware of allegations that some faculty 
members feared that management planned to use 
the 196 day contract in a "vindictive" manner.

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At the core of any agreement between the community colleges and the state university 
designed to establish an efficient orderly transfer process for community college 
students is the mutual acceptance of the nature and purpose of the associate of arts 
degree. This degree, which is the basic transfer degree of Florida community college? 
and which is the primary basis for admission of transfer students to upper division 
study in a state university, shall be awarded upon: 

1. Completion of 60 semester hours or 90 quarter hours of 
academic work excl usive of occupational courses . Note that 
basic required physical education courses are no longer excluded. 

PBJC will continue requiring 62 hours for graduation at the 

present time.

The grade of "D" will be accepted for 
transfer (provided the overall grade average does not drop below 
the prescribed 2.0 level), and will count toward the baccalaureate;

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Our trustees voted, 3-1, Wednesday evening to express "utmost concern and strong 
opposition to Amendment No. 8" and to urge everyone to vote against it on Nov. 7. 

Amendment No. 8 to the Florida Constitution creates a lay State Board of Education, 
an appointed Commissioner of Education, and a completely independent University Board 
of Regents.

Support for the amendment came from Susann Anstead, who said she understood the fear 
of an independent Board of Regents, but so strongly favored the other parts of the 
amendment that she intends to vote for it. 

The trustees also approved a plan recommended by Dr. Eissey, whereby Dr. Eissey, 
like all other employees at the college, would be evaluated annually. The Board plans 
to make this an official board policy. 

The agreement between the college and the county for joint use of facilities at 
John Prince Park and the college was signed by the trustees. One new feature is 
that the county has agreed to give the college $65,000 to add lights to the baseball 
field. 

In other actions the trustees: 

Approved a number of grant requests, including one for the development 
of a Community Resources Center here at the college. 

Appointed architects for remodeling the Chemistry Lab ventilation 
system and for conversion of the Basic Studies/Math Lab space. 

Appointed engineers for air conditioning the gym. 

Authorized final plans for handball/paddleball courts pending approval 
of preliminary plans by the State Department of Education.

THUMBS DOWN 


Although a number of statements about the five per cent raise have indicated that all per- 
sonnel v/ill receive the raise unless their positions were already raised in July, it appears 
there will be one exception: Ur. Eissey. 

Originally, the administration's bargaining team included the President in their calculations. 
Even though the cost of benefits for the faculty turned out to be higher than anticipated, 
the bargaining team intended to ask for a modification of Or. Eissey's contract to include 
the same percentage granted other personnel . 


But Dr. Eissey has turned thumbs down on the idea. 

"I could use the money," Dr. Eissey said, "and I believe I have worked hard enough and 
effectively enough to deserve it. But I also realize that by virtue of my change in posi- 
tion, my salary has kept pace with inflation this last year, while that of most of the 
faculty and staff has not. 

"I would prefer that the funds for payment of my salary be used for faculty benefits and 
this has already been done. 


"I also want peoole to realize that cost-effective new programs, increased efficiency and 
productivity, and savings where possible without sacrificing quality are mandatory if we 
are to provide the salaries we would like in the years to come for all of us. 

"If these fiscal initiatives are successful, and if it appears there are funds for it, I 
^/ill be happy at some later time to accept an upward revision of my contractual salary if 
it is proposed by the trustees."

Dear Dennis: 

1 am happy that^ the administration and the union' have agreed to a contract 
after just one month of negotiation. I hope the speedy conclusion is only 
a foretaste of good will and cooperation in the months to come, because it 
will take hard work and effort on the part of all of us if we are to succeed, 

I noted with both pleasure and concern your remarks at the conclusion of the 
negotiations. Any president would be pleased to know that he is perceived as 
a person who really cares about his faculty, and everyone likes to have a 
general vote of confidence. 

But I am concerned that in a single short statement you twice mentioned that 
you expect great things from Dr. Edward Eissey in the future, and in the next 
round of bargaining. 

If this means you expect the president to do everything he can to increase 
salaries and fringe benefits, and to make working conditions better in every 
way he can while still acting with fiscal responsibility , your expectations 
are we I I founded. 

But if it means that you believe that the president, a lone , or that the Board 
of Trustees and administration of this college, a I one , can somehow magically 
come up with the money to meet all our aspirations, no matter how legitimate 
they may be, you are tragically mistaken. 

If it means the union is going to expend its major efforts on trying to get a 
bigger and bigger slice ofa pie that is already too small and is still shrink- 
ing, we can all be assured- that there won't be enough pie to go around. 

If it means that you perceive your role, and the role of other unit members as 
that of passive bystanders while the president and the admin istration squeeze 
more blood out of turnips that are already dehydrated, ride gallantly into 
battle against the giant windmills of the legislature, and pound the pavements 
until the citizenry gives up a half mill, we are all doomed to disappointment.

The future of this college, and the future of the next round of bargaining do 
not rest on one man. They rest on you and every other member of the college 
community. 

I believe it is to your best interest to set your sights higher than the small 
pie we are now dividing. ’The faculty deserves more. It is time lhat every 
employee here begins to work actively to increase the size of the whole pie. 
Here are some specifics: 

1. We need students. We are serving more students this fall, but 
our FTE remains essentially the same as last year. We must 
have an increase both for immediate- and long-range funding. We 
need the help of all unit members and all college personnel in 
our recruiting programs. What is the faculty wi I I ing to do in 
recru^iting students? 

2. We need fuller classrooms. I know that smaller class size is 
a desirable educational goal, and some day we may be able to 
get adequate funding for higher education in Florida, but for 
right now, we need full classrooms if we are going to have 
funds for raises. That's how we came up with much of the 
funding for the current raise, and we can still go farther 

in finding students for those empty spots in the classroom. 

Is the union willing to accept more students in the classroom 
in order to receive higher salaries? 

3. We need help with the legislature. Legislators have incredible 
pressures put on them when it comes time for budget talks, and 
community colleges have never developed pressures that even begin 
to compare with those exerted by other agencies receiving state 
funds. Your organization will be an absolutely vital element in 
getting word, at the right time, to the legis lature that we need 
our rightful share of available funding. I s the union willing 

to work toward this end? 

* 

4. We need a change in attitude toward part-time teachers.^ We 
know that the backbone of our teaching effort is, and will 
remain, the full-time faculty. But it is a fact of life that 
some courses can be taught equally well by part-time qualified 
teachers, that part-time teachers cost far less than full-time 
teachers, and that every part-time teacher is therefore paying 
part of the salary of full-time teachers. It is also a fact 
that our ratio of part-time to full-time teachers is smaller 
than in many colleges in Florida, and that the. commun i ty 
colleges paying the highest salaries to full-time teachers are 
those with a high percentage of part-time teachers. We will not 
replace full-time teachers _w i th part-time teachers , but we want 
you to understand that we are thinking of your salaries and 
benefits when we hire more part-time teachers in the future. J_s_ 
the union willing to support this concept?

5. We need enthusiastic backing. Last year, when we proposed 
to the local legislators that we be allowed 1o go to the 
people to ask for a half mill of faxes, we asked the union 
to go hand-in-hand with us, but you would not do so. We 
were turned down by our local delegation. St. Petersburg, 
however, where support of the faculty was enthusiastic, was 
successful with their legislators, and successful at the 
polls. Although the idea originatad here, it is St. 

Petersburg which will be receiving the aid, not us. Is the 
union wi I I ing to actively support and promote a mi I lage 
election? 

6. We are planning many new ventures: Courses by TV, courses by 

newspaper, a weekend college. These Will all require your 
enthusiastic backing for success. And all of them will result 
in benefits for the faculty. Will the union get behind these 
programs? 

7. We need your help to cut costs. If all we do is turn off 
lights when we are not using them, we can help that much. 

We need your ideas . We do not guarantee to use them every 
time, but we do guarantee to listen, to give your idea 
serious consideration, and to thank you for your interest. 

Is the union willing to offer constructive suggestions for 
such economies? 

The financial situation the college faces is serious. Every source I have 
warns us that the next few years will probably produce a real crisis in ed- 
ucational funding in Florida. As you know, we have no taxing authority — we 
cannot obtain additional monies outside of our present sources. Unlike 
municipal ities,’ counties and other governmental bodies, we cannot raise our 
tax rates to provide additional benefits. We are definitely on a fixed 

income, fixed primarily, by the legislature.

There are many experts who feel the financial crunch is coming later this year, 
and will certainly be upon us by the beginning of the next fiscal year. We 
need to get busy. 

All of us need to get busy- 

Can I count on the union support? If the answer is yes — what spec i f ica I ly 
does the union recommend to accomplish the above ?

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Palm Beach Junior College has been approved as a provider of continuing education 
offerings in nursing, according to Elizabeth A. Bell, Coordinator of Continuing 
Education. 

In a letter to Bell from Joan S. Sill, R.N., Nursing Education Consultant with the 
State of Florida Department of Professional and Occupational Regulations, PBJC's 
approval status will be in effect from January 1, 1979 to December 31, 1981, 

This new regulation presents us with a real opportunity to serve 

We Have the nursing profession of the county, and it is of very great 

An Oppofitanlty importance that the college become known quickly as a convenient 
place for nurses to secure the re-training they must have. 

If you have a nurse friend, let her know that we have an extensive list of courses 
scheduled here in January. 

A regulation from the Florida State Board of Nursing states: "beginning in 1979 

each licensed nurse shall participate in a minimum of fifteen hours per annum or 
thirty hours per biennium of appropriate continuing education for licensure renewal. 

"These requirements shall be met during the two calendar years preceding the year 
in which renewals are issued. 

"Beginning in 1981, during the license renewal period, each licensee shall be mailed 
either an application for renewal, or a notice of non-compliance .... 

"Continuing education may consist of post-graduate studies, institutes, in-service 
education/staff development, seminars, lectures, conferences, workshops, extension 
studies, correspondence courses, self-instructional modules, refresher courses, or ( 

other such approved activities." 

A partial listing of courses scheduled for January includes Basic Electrocardiography , 
Pharmacology Update, Medical Spanish II, Alcoholism, Death and Dying, Common Skin 
Disorders, Gerontology: The Science of Aging, Decubitus Ulcers, and Stroke, Bell

HOORAY FOR PBJC SOUTH 11 


For the first time in the five years Palm Beach Junior College South has been 
located on the FAU campus, student enrollment has gone over the 1,000 mark — 1,007 
to be exact — according to Jim Tanner, Dean of Instruction and Personnel at PBJC 
South. 

This is an increase of 167 over the Fall Term of 1977, when 840 students were en- 
rolled. 

The largest increase was in the number of day students, which went from 516 in 1977 
to 642 in 1978, up 126, while the number of evening students went up 42 from 330 to 
reach 372 this year. 

"I'm delighted that we've reached this point in our enrollment," says Jim. But we 
may be approaching a point where unless we are able to find extra classroom space 
somewhere, or are given the go-ahead to start construction on new facilities, we 
won't be able to grow much more," he adds. 

Jim says that PBJC South fills such a high percentage of the available seating 
capacity in their classrooms, "we're apparently providing what the students need. 

"We may have to seek classroom space in local churches, hospitals or banks, but we'd 
rather stick to the academic atmosphere on the FAU campus, if possible," he continues. 

A report done by Mildred Whatley, PBJC Director of Institutional Research completed 
September 6, shows 90 per cent of the PBJC South students live in a geographical area 
south of Boynton Beach, five per cent come from the PBJC Central area, four per cent 
come from outside the PBJC South commuting area, and one per cent have unknown zip 
codes . 

Students in the south county area have the advantage of having a four-year college 
available in their own backyard, with their freshman and sophomore years at PBJC 
South and the junior and senior years at Florida Atlantic University. 

Because of the close cooperation between the two colleges— for example, PBJC offers 
classes on the FAU quarter schedule as well as the regular PBJC term schedules — 
enrollment has risen. 

PBJC is located at Henderson University School on the FAU campus, with administrative 
offices in several mobile units nearby. i 

Since Henderson School is in use during the day as an elementary school, PBJC South 
can only use the classrooms there for evening classes; day classes are held in FAU 
classrooms, Jim points out. 

The Winter Term schedule is currently in the printing stage, and will provide the 
largest selection of classes for that term that PBJC South has ever offered.

FIREARMS ON CAMPUS ; 

(Commissioner of State Department of Education, February 4, 1972) 

No recruit officer student will be permitted to remain armed or in manual possession 
of a firearm within the classroom area of any basic recruit training program conducted 
under the supervision of the Department of Education except as follows: 

(1) Where a facility contains a proper laboratory and is designed 
to accommodate firearms identification and ballistics experi- 
mentation, a firearm may be securely maintained or utilized 
by a student under supervision and control of a qualified 
instructor. 

(2) When under the close supervision of a qualified instructor, 
unloaded guns may be used by students when instruction is 
being given in the handling and use of firearms. 

(3) When a recruit officer student successfully completes the 
required firearms training portion of the basic recruit train- 
ing program as is required by the Florida Police Standards 
Board. 

All trained law enforcement officers will be expected to use utmost care and caution 
when wearing their firearms in classrooms. — Paul W. Graham

GENE ARANT 

A member of the Art Department faculty — Gene Arant — is one of about six persons in 
the nation teaching the dye transfer process in photography, according to a letter he 
received from Eastman Kodak. 

This is a process used in making color prints. "The dye transfer process as we know it 
today, started in the late 30 's. It makes the most permanent color print you can obtain 
in photography, and is used in all phases of color reproduction work," Gene explains. 

"When color film was developed and improved, most photographers changed from dye transfer 
to the simpler photo chemical process, but recently there has been a trend back to the 
earlier, more complex method," Gene adds. 

According to Eastman Kodak, sales of supplies necessary for the dye transfer process have 
doubled recently. Gene is presently writing a book on this process. The senior instructor, 
who has been on the PBJC faculty for ten years, didn't get started in the art profession 
until he was close to 30. 

"All my life I wanted to be an artist, but I had to make a living in a field I already knew, 
while what I really wanted to do got pushed farther and farther into the background," he 
comments. 

After serving in the Air Force for two years he became an aircraft mechanic in Miami and 
Bartow for awhile and later had his own automotive repair business for six years. 

"One day I just decided I was going to attend PBJC, so I closed the shop, and did just 
that," he continues. 

After receiving his associate in arts degree he went on to Florida State University.

After first obtaining two letters of recoiranendation each, and receiving a dona- 
tion of $70 toward their project from their parish, St. Francis of Assissi, 

Riviera Beach, the two set out in their 1968 Volkswagen. Six repair jobs later, 
they arrived at their destination. 

The primary purpose of the mission, headed by Father Pat, and its Glenmary Socie- 
ty, made up of nuns, priests, brothers and lay people, is to bring the gospel to 
the people of Appalachia. 

They also carry on a number of other activities, including building houses for 
those in the area whose homes had burned down, taking a census of the Catholic 
families in the communities nearby, and running a Vacation Bible School (Bryan, 
who plays guitar and sings, was in charge of the music program). 

Bryan and Donna soon met the 13 other volunteers, and found that all of them 
came from the northern U.S. 

"They seemed surprised that we had come all the way from Florida," Donna said, 

"In the two weeks we were together, the volunteers were like members of our family," 
Bryan added. 

Each of the volunteers was assigned a partner. "My partner was an 80-year-old 
nun from Chicago, Sister Mary Elise, who looked and acted at least thirty years 
younger," Bryan said, "and we got along so well. She loves the mountains and 
comes back as a volunteer every summer." 

He learned that his partner's best friend is the former Austrian nun, now the Baron- 
ess Maria von Trapp, on whose story. The Sound of Music was based. 

The volunteers ate together in a dining room above Appalachian Industries, a 
factory which had been set up by Father Pat, so that the residents could make the 
beautiful handcrafted furniture, pottery and other items, for which the area is 
famous. 

* 

"This way, the Appalachian area residents can earn a living without having to leave 
their homes," Bryan said. "Father Pat feels it's important that the mountain people 
not lose their heritage." 

Leaving the mission was difficult for Bryan and Donna, They were given a "Glenmary 
Goodbye," which Includes decorating the departees' car with daisies and other wild 
flowers, and lining up alongside the road waving and throwing more flowers, as 
they drive off. 

"We drove aown the road for a bit, looked at each other, stopped the car, and broke 
into tears," they said. 

When Donna gets her degree in social work she hopes to go back to the area permanently 
to work, volunteering for the mission on the side.

The largest number of students ever to en- 
roll at Palm Beach Junior College is now 
attending classes according to Charles 
Graham, Registrar, 

"We have registered 8,709 credit students 
for the Winter Term," Graham says, "which 
is 311 students more than we had in the 
Fall Term of 1978, our previous all-time 
high." 

The gain in students over the number for 
the Winter Term a year ago was 518, and 
the 8,191 for that term was also a record 
up to that time. 

The most significant gain scored by any 
of the four PBJC centers was at PBJC South, 
where 943 registered as compared to 776 
a year ago, PBJC North went to 1 ,443 
from 1 ,367 a year ago, PBJC Central and 
PBJC Glades both made small advances. Only 
credit students are counted in the regis- 
tration figures. Thousands of additional 
students are served by the college in 
non-credit classes of many different types, 

A trend which has been apparent for sev- 
eral years — more and more students 
taking fewer classes — continued in the 
Winter Term, Graham said. The 8,709 
students this term are taking 69,354 se- 
mester hours of credit. The 8,398 in the 
Fall Term took 70,424, and the 8,191 of a 
year ago took 68,113, 

In addition to the significant increases 
at PBJC South and PBJC North, there were 
also significant increases in two other 
categories, Graham said. 

One was the 244 students enrolled in Courses 
by Nev/spaper and TV These courses were of- 
fered for the first time in the Winter Term, 
The other was a significant increase in the 
number of senior citizens taking advantage 
of a special 54 per course registration fee

1978 LEGISLATION 
ON TEACHER CERTIFICATES 


Effective July 1, 1979 ranks will no longer be shown on Florida teachers certificates. 
After that date, certificates issued will be substitute, part-time, temporary and 
regular. All regular certificates will be valid for five years regardless of the 
level of training attained by the applicant. Teachers currently working toward 
eligibility for a Rank II Post Standard must complete all course work and file a 
completed application with the Teacher Certification Section of the Department of 
Education by June 30, 1979, in order to be issued the Post Standard Certificate. 
Teachers who have not completed all course work on their Post Standard Certificate 
by June 30, 1979, will be issued a regular certificate valid for five years. This 
holds true regardless of the date the plan for course work leading to a Rank II 
Post Standard Certificate was approved by the Teacher Certification Section of the 
Department of Education.

Dear Dennis: 

As you no doubt realized by the end of our third meeting on 
January 16, which I invited you and the union officers to attend, 

I was keenly disappointed that the union has not enthusiastically 
endorsed the administration's plan to attempt to bring $9 million 
in additional revenue to the college over the next three years — 
if we can obtain the backing of the- tax payers of the county for 
our plan. 

As you know, I have offered, and still offer, (although the time for 
acceptance is growing short) , to include the union leadership in 
ALL planning for use of the funds derived from ad valorem taxes, if 
we obtain them. The union leadership would also be a key part of 
whatever effort is made to inform taxpayers of our needs and 
encourage them to vote for the millage. As you know, the ad valorem 
taxes would be used for providing the community with an enlarged 
auditorium for cultural performances, for long overdue repairs to 
equipment and facilities, to obtain badly needed additional parking 
areas, curriculum development, programs for the elderly, handicapped, 

and to meet community, faculty and staff needs. I have asked you 

to help me formulate the plans. The answers you are seeking will be 
in the plans T have asked you to help to develop. 

Not once have you, or any other member of the union, given an answer 
when I asked how expenditure of $9 million for Palm Beach Junior College 
could possibly be anything but an asset and not harmful to any member 

of the faculty — and yet, for precious months, with time growing 

shorter, the union witholds support as if this were a chip in a 
bargaining game. 

I cannot help but be reminded of the union's attempt to bargain 
over my offer to have the union appear as an essential part of the 
Inaugural ceremony until it was too late, and the offer had to be 
withdrawn. 

Then, on Wednesday, January 17, 1979, after our Tuesday afternoon 
meeting, I learned that while you and other members of the executive 
committee were busy looking a gift horse in the mouth, others were 
busy biting the hand that feeds them. 
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□ □ 


At the moment we were talking, a United Faculty Newsletter was being 
sent out, which by the use of misinformation, innuendo, false 
assumptions, and a viewpoint that breathes mistrust and suspicion 
into every word, makes attacks on TV and Newspaper Courses, the 
Weekend College, and our part-time faculty, lumping these and other 
concerns together in questioning the quality of education at 
Palm Beach Junior College. 

NEWSPAPER AND TV COURSES . These are packages, approved by the State 
Department of Education, developed by panels of distinguished scholars, 
usually by means of grant funds under the direction of fully accredited 
institutions of higher learning. There is no lessening of quality here, 
and our very first venture in this area has succeeded beyond any 
reasonable expectations. We enrolled 244 students in these courses. 

Many of these students would not have been in contact with Palm Beach 
Junior College except for the Newspaper and TV Courses. The pot shots 
by the editor of the Union Newsletter are aimed at the programs which 
will provide additional revenue that could allow us to meet faculty needs. 

THE WEEKEND COLLEGE . This has been approved in concept only, at this 
stage. It, like the Newspaper and TV Courses, is already a successful 
procedure in other college systems. It, too, may generate additional 
FTE, and as you know, the faculty will be given an opportunity to teach. 
The Implication that this, in some unknown and mysterious way, would 
depreciate quality at PBJC, is totally unwarranted. 

PART-TIME FACULTY . The editor's implication that part-time faculty at 
PBJC is not professional, and the statement that "only the full-time 
faculty can give their dedication to. the profession, to the students, 
and, to the college" are not only false to fact, but, irresponsible. 

Many of our part-time faculty are professional educators whose dedication 
to the profession, the students and the college is a match for any 
of us who are full time. Many of them are former teachers here, 
teaching now because of that dedication. Some are professionals in 
other fields — but, equally dedicated to the task of teaching. In 
truth, it is only through the use of selected, well-qualified part-time 
instructors that the college has been able to maintain its current 
wage schedule for full-time teachers. Here, again, it does seem that 
the editor is biting the hand that feeds you. 

I DO NOT BELIEVE THAT THE EDITOR OF YOUR NEWSLETTER ACCURATELY REFLECTS 
THE ATTITUDES OF A MAJORITY OF OUR FACULTY. 

It is discouraging to continually try to come up with plans in order 
to improve the college's financial condition and to give you an equal 
share in the very first planning stages — only to find that you have 
delayed for many months your decision as to whether you want to join 
in our effort. The union stands on the sidelines and gripes about 
not being included in decision making and yet cannot make a decision. 

I do not believe that the faculty of this college really wishes to go 
back to the bargaining table and make angry demands for dollars that 
are.- not there instead of spending its energies in helping their 
college to produce the additional revenue to establish an adequate 
budget. Realistically, however, I must face the fact that this is 
precisely what a few want. 
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As you know, we have scheduled an appearance before our county legislators 
on January 29, to discuss 1/2 MILL AD VALOREM TAX, NORTH CAMPUS, 

AQUATIC FACILITY FOR HANDICAPPED-COMMUNITY AND COLLEGE, SICK LEAVE 
PAYMENT AT RETIREMENT, LEGISLATIVE ISSUES TO THE LOCAL DELEGATION. 

I have asked your union to be with us, and as of this date, I have not 
received a yes or no. I literally begged the union officers to team 
up with our plans and ideas so we can move forward together. All I 
am receiving is "no decision, we aren't sure of what the faculty vjants 
us to do," etc. 

Dennis, I am publicly asking the faculty union officers to be a part 
of the team which will develop the plans for the mlllage election.

TRUSTEES MEETING 


Dr, Eissey received the unanimous backing of trustees for all five items he 
plans to present to the county legislators at the January meeting of the 
board. 

The trustees agreed to sign a resolution of support for the one half mill 
ad valorem tax referendum, and directed Dr. Eissey to continue to press for 
the other four items: 1. Funding for the North Campus. 2. State funds to 

match the $450,000 from the county for an aquatic facility. 3. Pay at 
retirement for one half of all accumulated sick leave, not just one half of 
the first 120 days. 4. The PBJC position on state funding for community 
colleges. 

Dr. Eissey's appearance is scheduled fionday, January 29, at the Boynton 
Beach City Hall. The meeting starts at 7:30 p.m. , and Dr. Eissey is scheduled 
at 8 p.m. It will be an important moment for the future of Palm Beach Junior 
College, and your attendance and support would be welcome. 

At the meeting of the trustees, a student, Paul Mills, asked the board to 
take what he called "a bold, new step" and allow alcoholic beverages to be 
sold at some student Government Association functions. 

Dr. Philip Lichtblau, board chairman, said his personal belief was that alco- 
hol had no place at either a hospital or a school, Mrs, Susann Anstead said 
she thought there might be some specific evening social events where alcohol 
could be served, but that the idea of taking along a six pack to the next 
basketball game was not good. 

The item was referred to the board's Student Affairs Conmittee. A meeting of 
the committee for that purpose has been set for Tuesday, February 6, noon, in 
Conference Room B. 
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The Palm Beach Junior College women's tennis squad opened its season Saturday 
at home against FAU. This is the first of two matches against FAD for the 
Pacers. 

Coach Julio Rive is anticipating good things from his girls and feels this is 
the best team PBJC has ever had.

BEGINS SCHEDULE undefeated in seven exhibition matches, including two 

victories over Indian River, last year's state champion. 

The starting lineup for the Pacers will consist of Alexi Beggs at the No. 1 spot, 
while the No. 2 and No. 3 spot is still being contended for by Kim Wishard and 
Patti Zoratti. Astrid Robinson and Kim Tasker are in contention for the fourth 
and fifth spots while Jennifer Gold will play at No. 6.

Randy O'Neal, drafted by Montreal, and Jeffrey Etsell, drafted by Houston, both 
freshmen, also opted for the Pacers instead of the draft. With Keith Parenteau re- 
turning from last year, and ace relievers Dwight Tidwell and Leland Wright, plus 
freshmen Jim Hoskins, Jeff Morgan and Tom Price, Dusty has more good pitchers than 
he has ever had on one team at PBJC. The rest of the team is also a blend of proven 
veterans battling for their positions against talented newcomers. 

After the game against Miami University on February 4, the Pacers will face four 
more of the major four-year college teams in the state in the next two weeks: 

Florida State, Florida International University, University of Florida, and Florida 
Southern. 

The Pacers play six ggnies in the stadium, and a ticket good for all six games may 
be purchased /or $5.0o . 

Then the schedule plunges into the middle of conference play in Division IV — the 
toughest conference in junior college baseball in the country. 

Dusty told sports writers at a press day last week that these games and the rest of 
a 70-game schedule hold no fears for him. "After all, if these guys were playing for 
a minor league team, they'd be playing more than 70 games," he said. 

The coach's comments came at a late luncheon following an inter-squad game in which 
the local sports writers from the electronic media coached and played on the green 
team with the sports writers from the print media.

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING AMENDING THE RULE: 


The District Board of Trustees of Palm Beach Junior College chose to lower the 
age limit at which senior citizens may register on the final day to drop or add 
classes for any existing vacancy in an existing section of a credit class. 

SUMMARY: This amendment reduces the age limit that senior citizens must have 
attained from 65 to 62. 


ECONOMIC IMPACT: All senior citizens registered under this rule will continue to 

pay a fee of $4.00 for each class.

COOK APPRENTICE PROGRAM 

The first course in the new three-year American Culinary Federation Cook Apprenticeship 
Program at Palm Beach Junior College is over, and a new course Food Service Practicum I, 
is starting today, 1 - 5 p.rn. 

The apprenticeship program for cooks consists of 432 hours of theory offered at PBJC, and 
6,000 hours of on-the-job-training. The program is planned in six semi-annual stages with 
flexibility to shorten or lengthen any period according to individual ability. 

Many of the apprentices already in the program are dreaming of some day opening a res- 
taurant of their own. 

Gloria Bell, 19, North Palm Beach, feels the course just completed. Introduction to 
Culinary Federation Apprenticeship gives a good idea of what the program is all about. 

"We're learning all about the restaurant business, including management, and I believe 
a person could run his or her own restaurant after completing the three-year program," 
she says. 

Gloria is working at the Boca Raton Hotel and Club for Chef Marvin Love, "doing mostly 
prep work, making hors d'oeuvres, and working on luncheon platters for conventions." 

Gloria and Pamela Mezo, 20, Boca Raton, are the only women in the class. Pamela is also 
at the Boca Raton Hotel and Club, putting together cold meat platters, cheese boards and 
many varieties of salads. 

"One day I went in to work at 3 a.m. to make 700 cold platters for a luncheon," she says. 

Pamela hopes to specialize in the field of pastry, one day owning her own place. 

Peter Stetson, 21, now of Lake Worth, came here from Connecticut. He already has an 
associate of arts degree in culinary arts from Johnson Wales College in Providence, 

Rhode Island. Peter, who works at the Breakers Hotel, dividing his work between the 
Golf Club, the Beach Club and the main kitchen, is enjoying the chance to work in short 
order cooking as well as for banquets, parties and sit-down dinners. 

"I always cooked at home, even when I was little, and later took home ec courses in high 
school," he says. 

He would like to have a restaurant of his own in New England eventually. 

Mark La France, 24, of Hobe Sound, (originally from Massachusetts) works in the Turtle Creek 
Country Club for Chef Chris Panagacos, president of the Palm Beach County Chefs Associatioi^ 
Like the other apprentices, he says: "When I get rich and famous, I hope to open my own 
place."

ALCOHOL PLUS MONEY 


Committee Chairman, occasionally reminded everyone to get the chair's permission 
to speak, and this kept the meeting in line. 

After all viewpoints had been heard, ‘Irs, Susann Anstead moved to allow alcohol at 
specific events with the nrior approval of the P'resident. Her motion died for 
lack of a second. ,1rs. Hisetta Hyson moved to recommend to the board that no 
change be made in the current policy, and that nassed, 2-1. 

The committee then took up an item not on the original agenda — a proposal by Dr. 
Eissey that student activities be required to prepare line item budgets for the 
next fiscal year, and that these budgets be presented to management and funded in 
exactly the same way that all departments on campus are budgeted and funded. 

,’lrs. Anstead pointed out that Or. Eissey's proposal would reverse a decision made 
several years ago by the board. She said tiie current system was working. 

Dr. Eissey said expenditures wore being made which in his opinion were not wise, and 
that he could not remain fiscally responsible for expenditure of funds over which he 
had little control. 

Mrs. Anstead read from current policy, which gives the President veto power over 
student activity budgets, and said that provision had been made so the President 
could exercise control. Dr. Eissey said he had received no such budgets. 

Tom O'Rourke, Student Government Association President, said he thought the proposal 
was "awful." Dr. Eissey presented letters from some student government activities 
favoring his proposal. 

After a long and lively discussion, (during which Dean of Student Activities Bob Moss 
introduced himself as a man in the Wild Life Management business), Mrs. Anstead's 
motion to postpone action until a later meeting of the committee did not get a second. 
Mrs. Dyson's motion to approve the President's plan passed, 2-1. Mrs. Hand explained 
that her lack of a second for postponement was only because there are at least two 
and a half months before final board action, with ample opportunity for everyone to 
be heard.

Economist Milton Friedman on the other hand agrees with Abraham Lincoln's viev/s when 
he said in 1861 that a convention would be the best way to keep the federal government 
from interfering in any state's right to allow slavery. 


$25,000 GIFT

books from the historic Constancia --Uncle Sam Plantation. 


One of the few fully authenticated furnishings of the famous plantation to survive, the 
bookcase is the gift of Gerrold F. Jacob, an attorney who lived for several years across 
Congress Avenue from the college, now a resident of Tallahassee. 

Uncle Sam Plantation was a popular landing point halfway between Baton Rouge and New 
Orleans on the Mississippi for much of the early history of the United States. It was 
one of the largest, and purportedly one of the finest examples of architecture in the 
South during that period. 

The bookcase has been officially appraised at $25,000.

Our trustees voted 4-1 to place student activity fee funding on the same basis as 
all other college funding at the February meeting of the board, Wednesday at PBJC 



The board's decision, opposed by Mrs. Susann Anstead, began the process of repealing 
two board rules, one of which set aside SI per credit hour for a student activity 
fee, with the other setting up procedures for using the funds. 


The board heard from everyone present who asked to be heard prior to the vote, and 
the change was opposed by a number of student speakers, including Tom O'Rourke, 

President of PBJC Central's Student Government Association, and 

TRUSTEES ACT Sam Sasser, Vice President. 

IM GLARES MEETING 

Two prior hearings by the Student Affairs Committee of the board 

on this question had already been held and this time the speakers were more eloquent, 
but essentially covered the same ground. 

Before the vote on the motion, a move to table by Mrs. Anstead was seconded by Dr. 
Philip Lichtblau, Chairman, but failed 2-3. 

The board also voted, by the same 4-1 margin, to leave rules forbidding alcoholic 
beverages on campus intact, but this question, also argued at a previous committee 
meeting, was discussed only briefly before the vote. 

The board adopted a new rule, lowering the age of participation in the college's 
senior citizen reduced rate program to 62, and also allowing a mixture of reduced rate 
and regular rate classes. 

^^lans for the Glades Auditorium were approved and sent to Tallahassee. 

Mrs. Homer Hand, trustee whose home is in the Glades, said the new auditorium would 
be the most important new building in the Glades since the PBJC Campus was built. 


"We already have some reservations for the auditorium through 1990," she said. She 
mentioned Watson B. Duncan, III, and Claude Edwards as being especially helpful In 
the planning of the new facility. 

A plan to obtain construction of athletic facilities at the North Campus at no cost to 
the college was postponed until a special meeting, set for February 2B, noon, in Con- 
ference H in the Administration Building, PBJC Central. 

The special meeting had already been scheduled to receive bids for elevators for the 
handicapped program, and handball courts, and the PBJC North plan was added to that 
agenda.

TUESPAV WITH Bom In the Black ghetto In St. Louis, Missouri, Gregory became 
VJCK GREGORY a state champion In track and field, going on to more track honors 
at Southern Illinois University, In Carbondale. 

Gregory chose a career In comedy at a time when Black comedians received bookings 
In mainly Black clubs and theaters. In 1961 he was called as a last minute re- 
placement at tne Playboy Club In Chicago and was an Immediate sensation, soon 
appearing In all the top clubs In the country and on major television shows, 
opening the doors to other Black entertainers. 

During the civil rights movement of the 60 's Gregory took part In every major 
demonstration for human rights In America, giving many benefit performances 
for civil rights and other causes. He was Jailed a number of times Including two 
terms of 45 days each, once for his protest against de facto segregation In the 
Chicago public school system. The second 45-day term was because of a demonstration 
with the Nlqualy Indians In Washington State In which they demanded full partici- 
pation In American Society for the Indians. 

He fasted during both confinements, taking only distilled water for nourishment. 
Because of his activities he lost over a million dollars in canceled bookings. 

In 1970 he went to Toronto, Canada for a 71-d«y fast to dramatize the drug problem 
In America, because he felt that the government practice of punishing the victims— 
the drug users— rather than the drug providers, was wrong. 

After his last show at Paul's Mall In Boston In August of 1973, Gregory announced 
he was leaving the nightclub circuit because the late hours Interfered with his 
potential for human service. 

Before his 1974-75 lecture season Gregory completed an SOO-mlle run from Chicago 
to Washington, D. C. to call attention to the problem of hunger In the world, and 
to prod the national conscience. 

He Is now a sought-after lecturer, lecturing at 300 colleges during the year, and 
addressing business groups as well. 

The onetime champion athlete and acclaimed comedian says: 

"The real champion, I have come to understand. Is the man who has risen to the crest 
of life's highest purpose— singular and complete devotion to serving one's fellow man

TUESDAY WITH ED 

If you have suggestions for our President, It Is not too early to get your name on 
the list for the next Tuesday With Ed. On the Central Campus - March 6 and at the 
North - March 13. Call the President's office to reserve a place. 
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Those who attended, and there v/ere 15 or 20 from the college including faculty, 
staff and trustees, got a good lesson in the difficult art of practical politics. 
Although the evening was successful, it was not at all easy. 

Insofar as the North Campus is concerned, the legislators raised no objections 
at this meeting, but indicated that the proper way to get a vote on the matter 
was to present a resolution favoring the funding, and this will be done at a 
meeting on February 23. 

It was the half mill referendum which kept Dr. Eissey before the legislators for 
nearly an hour. 

The legislators were concerned with two issues. One centered around the idea that 
if the college received local funding state funding might be cut back. Most of 
the delegation wanted a statement of intent that this should not happen left in the 
bill, but some had a strong belief tliat this would be unconstitutional and v^ould 
seriously weaken the entire bill. After much discussion and three votes, a comoro- 
mise solution was worked out — it will be specified in the bill that the referendum 
will take place in November, 19R0. By that time, it will be abundantly clear that 
St. Petersburg's local taxes will not have cut down on their state funding. This 
delay of the voting date would mean that funds would not be available from the local 
millage until 1981, and Dr. Eissey made it clear that he would like to have the funds 
earlier — but the compromise stayed in, and that is the way the bill must be written. 

The second concern, voiced by Senator Phil Lewis, but clearly backed by the rest of 
the delegation, was that the bill did not specify that the local tax funds would be 
used for non-recurring expenses. Senator Lewis said he did not want the college to 
get used to $4 million more per year for three years in its operating budget, and 
then be in terrible financial straits when the money is no longer available. 

It was agreed that language to this effect would be developed, and that the bill would 
go back to the tax committee of the delegation for this purpose. The half mill ref- 
erendum received temporary approval, to be brought back to the full delegation on 
February 23. It is important to note in this connection that, as Dr. Eissey said to 
the delegation, adequate funding in one area of the budget relieves the entire budget. 

Prior to the beginning of the meeting, the legislators received letters from the 
United Faculty and from the student government giving their support for the half mill 
referendum. Although there is no certain way to measure the effect of such expressions 
of support, there is absolutely no doubt that they are helpful. Those attending the 
meeting were also helpful in aiding in the creation of an atmosphere favorable to the 
college. 

Please continue your interest in these matters. The next three or four months will do 
much to determine the financial future of the college.

Dear Governor Graham: 

Congratulations on your election as Governor. We are fortunate 
to have a former State Senator who demonstrated consistent 
support for educational programs in the highest public office 
in the State of Florida. 

A year ago, you provided St. Petersburg Junior College with 
leadership and support in the Senate with their local bill for a 
one-half mill ad valorem tax to be used for equipment and 
manintenance needs. Because of similar problems at Palm Beach 
Junior College, we are also requesting a one-half mill levy 
this year which we hope to submit for a referendum in the fall 
of this year. 

I note that Palm Beach Junior College has similar problems as 
St. Petersburg Junior College because we are the two oldest 
community colleges in Florida. We began in 1933 as the first 
public community college in Florida. (At that time St. Petersburg 
was a private college) . 

Being the first public community college has both advantages 
and disadvantages. Once distinct advantage is that we have had 
the opportunity to develop and refine many of our educational 
programs to assure our students of high quality instruction. 
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Regrettably, this advantage appears to be more than offset by 
our inability to meet the realistic salary needs of our faculty 
and other college personnel. A review of our faculty salary 
Increases for the past four years reveals that we have granted 
only one reoccurring increase of 5 percent which was built into 
the salary schedule this year! During the two previous years 
we were able to grant only two non-reoccurring "bonuses" which 
were not incorporated in the salary schedule. The year prior to 
these two years, was the year the state froze salaries for college 
personnel even though employees in the "K through 12" system were 
granted increases. 


Although our salaries have increased at a very slow pace, our 
faculty and staff w!io have remained continue to be among the most 
experienced and able employees around the state. Unfortunately, 
even personnel who are very dedicated to education, eventually 
reach a point of dissatisfaction which inevitably manifests itself 
in the increased personnel turnover that recently has become more 
apparent. As a result, we find it encouraging to know that 
Commissioner of Education, The Honorable Ralph Turlington, is 
recommending a budget which recognizes the problems of community 
colleges and provides the funding to solve many of these problems. 
We are hopeful that you will provide your strong support to this 
budget request. 


In addition to the Basic Community College Program Fund, Commissioner 
Turlington has requested $12,9^3,896 in funds to equalize the 
amount for advanced and professional full time equivalent (FTE) 
students at the community colleges with the amount for lower 
division FTE students in the university system. Such equality 
would enable Palm Beach Junior College and all other community 
colleges to develop better programs and provide more competitive 
salaries which are essential in attracting and retaining 
competent personnel. 


Wlien you realize that faculty salaries have increased about 
5 percent during the past A years (since two one-time payments 
of 2.5 and 2.75 percent were non-reoccurring) this average 
increase of 1.25 percent annually resulted in serious losses in 
purchasing power compared with the rate of inflation during the 
same time interval. Even though President Carter has recommended 
that salary increases be limited to 7 percent the restrictions 
on available funds over the past four years lead us to believe 
that an exception should be allowed if at al possible. 


I have told our faculty and staff on numerou occasions that 
salaries and morale are my top priority as tie new President of 
Palm Beach Junior College. We are hopeful that you will recognize 
that we, and the community college system, have important needs 
which have not been met in the past and must be met in the future 
if the community college system in Florida is to continue to be a 
model of excellence. 
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We trust that you will again respond to the needs of the total 
community college system when your budget is finalized. Your 
genuine interest in our programs is sincerely appreciated.

FREE SCIENCE LECTURE AND WORKSHOP 

The Palm Beach Junior College Science Department will present a free public lecture - 
Lucky Accidents, Great Discoveries and the Prepared Mind - by Or. Hubert Alyea 
Thursday, February 15 at 7 pm in the Science Building, Room SC-2G, according to 
Dr. Paul J. Dasher, Chairman. 

Dr. Alyea is retired from Princeton University, where he received iiis A. 8., A.M. 
and Ph.D. degrees. He was honored by fellov/sin'ps at the Nobel Institute in Stock- 
holm, the University of Minnesota, and the Kaiser Uillielm Institute. He has been a 
visiting lecturer in more than 75 countries, including extended tours in Thailand, 
Greece, India, Mexico, Taiwan, Russia, Yugoslavia and Belgium. 

Dr. Alyea's Thursday night lecture will be suitable for anyone over the age of 12. 

He will relate a number of lucky and accidental discoveries which led to startling 
progress in the fields of plastics, antibiotics and nuclear energy. In each case 
he will outline how the new discovery arose because someone was ready to seize upon 
the lucky accident and was prepared to interpret it and recognize an important new 
idea. 

Dr. Alyea will examine the means of preparing the mind for making such discoveries, 
and show how this ability is related to the quality of teaching, the attitude of the 
learner, and the quality of living. The lecture will be built around a fast-paced 
series of colorful attention-holding demonstrations. 

A TOPS (Tested Overhead Projection Series) Workshop for science teachers, dealing with 
the three aspects of the new teaching techniques developed by Dr. Alyea, will be held 
from 9 a.m, to 4 p.m. Friday, February 16. 

The TOPS system includes more than 200 experiments that can be carried out in the 
lecture room and projected for clear visibility by all the students. Armchair 
chemistry allows student participation in chemical experimentation despite limited 
laboratory facilities. 

The public is invited to attend Dr. Alyea's February 15 (Thursday) lecture, with no 
charge for admission. 
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The first office on the left as you enter the second floor of the administration 
building is now occupied, as of February 1, by Jim Brannigan, our new Director 
of Development. 

Jim is actually James E. Brannigan, of Boca Raton, but he is no exception to the 
almost universal rule that James becomes Jim — and in his case, a first-name 
basis is easy and natural. 

Jim is a man who has been successful enough that at 51 years of age he has twice 

] decided to leave the rat race for a less complicated 

MEET OUR NEW life, only to find that he needs the challenge of a 

DIRECTOR Of VEVELOPMENT new job. 

The newest challenge he has accepted is the development of PBJC, and all of us 
should benefit from the v/ork he will be doing in the next years. His appointment 
is, of course, subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees, which will be 
sought at the next meeting of the board. 

Jim is holder of Bachelor and Master's degrees in education and administration from 
the University of the State of Mew York, and his early career was in education. 

In 1960 he headed the Education Committee for the founding of Florida Atlantic Uni- 
versity, and in the same year began a six-year career as Director of Development 
for the Broward County School System, during which the Nova concept and complex 
was begun. 

In 1966 and 1967 he headed MERAD, the National Educational Resource and Development 
Corporation based at NOVA. In 1968 he founded his own development firm, ADPAC, 
the American Development and Program Assistance Corporation. 

In 1973, with headquarters at Huntsville, Alabama, and offices in a half dozen other 
cities, and major programs in many other areas, he made his first try at leaving the 
rat race. Although retaining the firm, he made major cutbacks, keeping only a few 
choice assignments for himself. 

One of these led, in 1976 to a post as executive director of Region D, Council of 
Governments in western North Carolina, where he raised in excess of $40 million. 

Once again, a combination of cold winters at Little Switzerland and rapidly expanding 
duties led him in 1978 to a second attempt to escape, this time to the familiar 
warm winters of Boca Raton. 

Jim says that early retirement is simply not for him. "I am really excited about my 
new challenge here at PBJC," he says. "I believe in the community college system, 
and in this college in particular. 

"I am completely sold on Dr. Eissey, whom I have knov/n for many years, as a great 
educational leader, and I think we have a wonderful opportunity to develop into one 
of the leading educational institutions in the country." 

Jim will be concentrating in the area of grants and foundations, but does not intend 
to neglect local industries and business leaders, and the areas of endowments, and 
annual giving.

BARGAINING BEGINS AGAIN 

The administration at Palm Beach Junior College has initiated a new round of bargaining with 
the United Faculty of PBJC, The first session will be held Wednesday, March 7, 3 p.m, , at 
the Southern Bell Building at 2021 South Military Trail. 

Following a precedent set last year shortly after he became president of PBJC, Dr. Eissey did 
not wait for a call from the union to begin bargaining sessions, but asked to begin the cur- 
rent round. 


The existing contract between PBJC and the union runs through June 30, and the new negotiations 
will be aimed at reaching a new agreement before that date. The college and the union bar- 
(^^ed for two and a half years before signing the first contract in June, 1978. 


Shortly after he became president of the college. Dr, Eissey took the unusual step of Initiating 
bargaining for a new contract, and agreement v/as reached in approximately one month. The 
current contract became effective November 1, 1978,

WILL WE HAVE 
A FOUR-DAY WEEK? 

The possibility of a four-day work week for 
some, perhaps most, of the employees of the 
colleqe during Spring Term I and II was raised 
by the administration at the March meeting of 
the Board of Trustees last Wednesday. 

Dr. Eissey asked the Board for approval of the 
concent of such a plan, and the Board agreed 
that the administration should continue to look 
into the feasibility. 

In introducing the concept. Dr. Eissey said that 
energy conservation is already an important 
consideration, and is likely to grow more im- 
portant as gasoline and other fuel costs soar. 

He said an early estimate was that students 
during Spring I would save 29,000 gallons of 
gasoline each week if they came to the campus 
four times rather than five. 

He emphasized that the college could adopt a 
four-day week only during Spring I and II. 

Dr. Eissey said classes would meet for two 
hours for four days instead of an hour and a 
half for five days. Affected employees would 
work their usual number of hours, but in four 
days rather than five. 

He said saving in air conditioning and other 
energy costs at the college had not yet been 
estimated, but would be considerable. 

Dr. Paul Graham reported that five other col- 
leges in the state have come up with the same 
idea, and that at the present time It was be- 
lieved that a total shut down would not be 
possible, but that a partial shut down on the 
fifth day might be. 

Dr. Graham said the topic had been scheduled 
for a meeting of the President's Council, 
which was to take place in Orlando Friday. Dr. 
Eissey was in attendance at that meeting as this 
edition of the Monday Report went to press.

The Student Activity Fee, predictably, took up most of the time at the trustees 
meeting — one hour and thirty- five minutes of time. 

Despite Dr. Lichtblau’s plea that those appearing limit themselves to information 
and argument not previously heard by the Board in prior meetings, most of the 
appearances were repeats of previous performances. 

Much of what was not repetitious consisted of material that had no bearing on the 
student activity fee. Some comments were directed at persons rather than issues. 

Trustee Susann Anstead, who has opposed the change, commented on this point, 

"I feel very badly that this issue has become a personality fight," Mrs. Anstead 
said. 

She acknowledged that changes in the procedure to include line item budgets and 
justification for expenditures were necessary, but said the board rule did not 
need to be changed to accomplish these objectives. 

The vote on the student activity fee change v/as 3-1 in favor. All other matters 
before the Board passed, except for one item. 

This item involved addition of explanatory material to the faculty salary schedule 
to clarify the practice of awarding points for services other than direct instruc- 
tional duties. 

Although the college labor attorney, Jesse Hogg, had given a telephone opinion that 
this matter did not need to be negotiated, members of the Board wanted further ex- 
planation and clarification and the item was tabled Koontz

Every year, in the legislature, there is a move of some kind to force the Community 
Colleges of the State and the Universities to adopt a more or less common calendar, 
including either a change by community colleges to the quarter system 
SHORT ESSAY or a return by the universities to a term system. Some year -- this 
OH RUMORS year, next year, or five years from now, one of these legislative 

moves — or, perhaps, even a strong administrative directive from the 

state level, will force this change.

Whether they go our way, or we go theirs, remains to be seen. Right now, the betting 
is in favor of their return to the semester system. Such a move would be traumatic 
for either system, would require lead time of months, and perhaps years, and may never 
take place at all. 


But to be totally unprepared would be folly. Your administration is making some pre- 
liminary studies of the effect of a change to the quarter system, just as the univer- 
sities are studying the effect of a change to the term system. 


The desirability of a common calendar is so obvious that it is not in question. Some 
day it will come, and we want to be at least part of the way toward being able to 
estimate costs, identify problems, etc., when it comes. 


GRADUATION OF SONS AND DAUGHTERS 


The privilege of being the person to hand a diploma to a graduating son or daughter 
has been a courtesy extended to faculty members at PBJC for a number of years. The 
privilege will now be extended to all employees. 


The extension is the result of one of the Tuesday With Ed meetings, when the President 
discovered that some employees of long standing, who were familiar with the custom, 
felt relegated to the status of second-class citizens when they were not allowed the 
same privilege. 


The presentation by a father or mother is optional, as it has always been for faculty 
members. Many persons feel the the President of the college is the proper person to 
present a diploma, and thus would not wish to take part in the ceremony for their son 
or daughter. 

It will not be necessary for employees, (or faculty members who are not involved in 
the academic procession), to be in cap and govyn in order to make the presentation. 

The new policy has been given to the Commencement Committee, headed by Charles Graham, 
to work out any details.

If you are a middle Income American who Is worrying about college expenses next 
year, you are In for a pleasant surprise— some of you will probably be shocked. 
Congress has done something to help you. Not another welfare program for the poor, 
not another tax loophole for the rich, something for you. 


Last year there was widespread discussion of a tax credit for parents who had chlld- 
VOU CAM GO college, and much sentiment In favor of such a credit In 

TO COLLEGE Congress. For various reasons the credit was not granted. But Congress 

did pass something called the Middle Income Assistance Act, and It 

really will assist you. 

For Instance: The Basic Educational Opportunity Grant, which makes grants for college 
expenses, no repayment necessary, can now go to dependents In families where Income 
Is as high as $40,000, If there are a number of children In college at one time. 


Even more startling — grants are available to dependents where Incomes are $26,000 
or lower even If only one dependent Is In college. 



The Middle Income Assistance Act also made provisions of the Federally Insured loan 
program much more generous, and you can take advantage of that program even If your 
Income Is over $40,000. 


The regulations governing the act are fairly Intricate and change often —there are 
startling differences, for Instance, between provisions for a dependent student and 
an Independent one, and the expertise of a financial aids specialist Is needed. 


Also, the forms you need to fill out are not simple, and must meet specific filing 
deadlines. 


To help anyone In the community with these problems, no matter what college they plan 
to attend. Palm Beach Junior College Is scheduling a workshop March 15, 7:30 p.m. In 
the auditorium at PBJC Central. Hamid Faquir, PBJC Director of Financial Aid, will 
explain the provisions of the new act, talk briefly about other forms of financial 
assistance, and explain how and when forms are to be filled out. 

One new step toward simplicity Is the fact that all colleges are now using the same 
services for evaluation, so that forms properly filled out here will be useful any- 
where. After the general discussion and meeting. Faquir will be available to answer 
questions from the audience about specific questions. A supply of application forms 
will be available at the meeting. 



"I want to stress the fact that we are trying to help anyone who needs financial 
assistance to go to the college of their choice." Faquir says. "We think the Middle 
Income Assistance Act Is opening up the possibility of a college education to all who 
really want It, and we want the people In our community to take advantage of this 
tremendous opportunity."

This repeals Rule 6Hx-18-4.16 which states that one dollar ($1.00) of the fourteen 
dollar ($14.00) matriculation fee will he designated as a student activity fee.

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING AMENDING THE RULE; 


This rule establishes guidelines for the auditing of credit courses. It allows 
the students more flexibility and more opportunity to audit. 

SUMMARY; The old rule stipulates that no day student is permitted to change to 
audit after he has registered for credit in the course. The new rule does away 
with that stipulation.

a continuation of the current 35 or 40 hours in four days, instead of five. For some, 
perhaps a majority, the four days will be Monday through Thursday, but for others the 
four days will be Tuesday through Friday. Current planning will require five days from 
some employees. 

If this sounds a bit vague, as though all the plans are not yet made in detail, it 
sounds about right. Plans have not been completed in all details, and when they are, 
you will be informed by your immediate supervisor as to the direct impact as far as 
you are concerned. 

Please do not make any hard and fast plans about using those three-day weekends until 
you are given information as to your specific position by your supervisor. 

Although many aspects of planning for the modified work week must continue if we are 
to meet the Spring I deadline, the Board must give approval before anything will be 
final.

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REPORT ON THE REPORT 


We are very happy with our return on the Monday Report questionnaire — 510 sent and 
260 returned. Since this was purely voluntary, we think the return, itself, indicates 
that we have a good conmunication medium going. And your replies indicated as much. 

Most of the comments were highly favorable — "keep up the good work" — "a definite 
improvement" — "a step in the right direction." 

The "we" in the paragraph above refers to Dr, Elisabeth Erling, whose office gathers 
material for the Monday Report, prepares nearly camera-ready copy, and then distributes 
the finished product, and Jonathan Koontz, who edits, writes some articles, (such as, 
for instance, this one), and supervises printing. 

While we were happy to receive so many favorable comments, we were equally happy to 
receive a few unfavorable ones, especially those which gave us directions for improve- 
ment. 

LENGTH OF ARTICLES AND LENGTH OF REPORT A frequent comment was that articles are 
sometimes too long, and the overall report is long. Explanation and action ; The 
Report is produced as inexpensively as possible, and that means with as Tfttle staff 
time as possible. Most items are NOT re-»written for the Monday Report, but are taken 
from many different sources. Similar reports at other institutions require two to 
five man-days per week in editing and writing alone, ours just about one-half -ay. 

Some articles are carried in length to fill the page they are on — if we have the 
space, we feel that someone will be interested. We do not add extra pages to carry 
a detailed explanation unless we feel it is really needed. Since receiving these 
comments, we have held the Report to four pages, rather than the six or eight we have 
carried in the past, and will make every effort not to exceed four pages in the future. 

ORGANIZATION There were several comments Indicating that a grouping of similar items 
would be helpful. Explanation and action : We think this is a most useful suggestion, 
and have started to move in this direction — i.e., the ENTERTAINMENT and ANNOUNCEMENTS 
heads of recent issues. The large, black type is produced on obsolete equipment in 
the print shop, and requires staff time, but is really helpful in identifying a group 
of similar articles. We'll keep working on this. 

THOSE HAPPY TALK HEADLINES Predictably, some people want a more dignified, practical 
approach in headlines, and some comments were quite caustic on this point — "amateur" 
and "high schoolish" among them. Explanation and action; Headline style, more than 
any other element, sets the tone of a publication, and the attempt to lean way over on 
the side of being friendly and informal, occasionally with an attempt at humor, was 
chosen with great care, and with the understanding in advance that some people would not 
like this style. The heads are NOT amateurish, and if anyone can find a college student 
much less a high school one, who can produce them, we'll hire on the spot. For instance 
the head on this article first read "The Monday Report," then, "Monday Report," then 
"Report on the Monday Report," then, "Report on The Report," Each of those heads is an 
improvement on the one that preceded it, and there are very few professionals, and no 
amateurs we know, who could run through such a sequence in a minute or so, and come up 
with this result. Our questionnaire results are about four to one in favor of the 
headline style, and we'll continue and try to improve, 

COLOR OF PAPER One liked blue because it fits blue Mondays. Another thought yellow 
might brighten up blue Mondays. Another said put it on mimeo paper and give the savings 
in a salary raise. We figured that one out. Total cost of the paper would give you a 
raise of 3.5 cents per week. Subtract 1.5 cents for mimeo paper cost. Explanation and 
Action ; We think that for two cents, it's worth it.

FINAL COMMENTS; The Monday Report is not for students, and does not carry news for 
them. One respondent wanted more personal news, and another said cut out all that 
personal stuff. Another said "even my family enjoys reading it." Another wants news 
of illnesses in time to send a card — and we'll be happy to carry those if you let 
us know about them. Almost everybody likes This Week... and Next, One grouch said 
it is a total waste of time and money, and just to show you how fine and generous we 
are, we even thank him/her for taking time to writel

SB 99 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/STUDENT TRUSTEE (McKnight) Expands all community 
college trustee boards by one member, the additional member to be a 
full-time student serving a one-year term, beginning September 30, 1979. 
Referred to Senate Education Committee. Considered by Committee; (1) 
bill reported unfavorable, removed from further consideration of the 
Legislature. 

HB 292 CCS, UNIVERSITIES/FREE COURSES OVER 60 (Davis, Flynn) Requires Board 
of Regents and community college trustees develop policies for admission 
of Florida residents over 60 years old without tuition or registration 
fee, on space available basis without credit. Considered by Higher Edu-

A former Palm Beach Junior College administrator, 
now Associate Dean of the College of Education at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute--Dr. Charles A.

Dr. Atwell, "Chuck" to those who knew him here, 
came to PBJC in 1964 as Dean of Men, and after 
receiving his doctorate in Educational Administra- 
tion at the University of Florida, returned to 
serve until 1969 as Assistant Dean of Instruction 
at the College. 

He then went to Auburn University where he was 
Assistant Professor and Associate Director of the 
Junior College Leadership Program there. 

Since 1971, Dr. Atwell has been with Virginia 
Polytechnic and State University, where he now 
serves as Associate Professor and Dean of the 
College of Education. 

Chuck is the author of numerous articles appearing 
in professional journals, and several books, 
including Lifelong Learning: A Comprehensive 
Review of the Literature (co-authored with 
W. Robert Sullins) to be published in the fall 
of 1979. 

Chuck presently serves as chairperson of the 
State Advisory Committee on Teacher Education in 
Virginia, and is immediate past president (1976-78) 
of the Virginia Association of Colleges of Teacher 
Education. 

Originally from Opp, Alabama, Chuck received a 
B.S. Degree in Education with a major in Business 
Education, a Master's Degree in Education and 
his doctorate from the University of Florida. 

He and his wife are parents of four children.

e United Faculty dropped objections to 
modified work week Wednesday after 
esse Hogg, negotiator for the administra- 
tion, said the College was prepared to 
drop the plan if the Union continued to 
threaten legal action. 


Opening the collective bargaining meeting on 
Wednesday, Hogg reminded Union representatives 
that the modified work week had been under 
discussion for some time, and that the Union 
"has never objected, but has never agreed." 

He noted a recent Union newsletter which stated 
that the United Faculty will wait until imple- 
mentation before deciding to take legal action.

Hogg asked the Union for a firm position on the matter, and said the administration was 
prepared to go to the Trustees and ask them to rescind their action of the last board 
meeting if the Union continued its objections. 

He said Dr. Eissey had told him that 90 per cent of all the faculty he had talked to, and 
90 per cent of all the students, were in favor of the modified work week. 

Hogg said he wanted it understood that "we don't intend to take the guff," if the plan is 
dropped because of Union opposition. 

After a recess, Dennis Alber said that it was true that the majority of faculty members 
did not indicate any disapproval of the four-day week. 

He asked if the pay of 196 day contract employees would be cut in any way and was assured, 
both verbally and in writing that this would not happen. 

Trinette Robinson asked about holidays -- and was given an explanation of how they would be 
treated. 

The Union then agreed to drop objections. 

Alber brought up a personnel matter from the last Board agenda which he said had "distressed 
the Union — the shortening of two members contract lengths from full year contracts to 196 
day contracts. 

Hogg said he would obtain information about this and reply at the next meeting. 

Mrs. Robinson asked about the meaning of a statement by Dr. Eissey regarding the assignment 
of points in lieu of a full class load, and Hogg promised a clarification. 

The next meeting was set for Wednesday, May 9, 3 p.m., at the County Parks and Recreation 
Office. 

FAU REALLY LIKES US 


Florida Atlantic University President Glenwood L. Creech issued a statement last week 
indicating his total support for the community colleges which supply most of the students 
who come to FAU for their upper division work leading to the baccalaureate and graduate 
degrees. He denied a statement (carried in the Fort Lauderdale News 4-19-79) indicating 
that he favored converting the nation's first successful upper division university into a 
four year college. 

Dr. Creech said, "the individuals quoted were speaking for themselves and should not be 
considered official spokesmen for the University. We value our relationship with the 
community colleges and are constantly seeking ways to strengthen it. We are committed 
to continuing in our efforts to make the upper division/community college collaboration

LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

HB 1157 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/PALM BEACH. This is our half mill referendum bill. It has 
been reported out of committee, favorably, and will be voted on by the full 
house on May 18, It has been amended to make the tax collectible for two years, 
rather than three. Prospects are now excellent for passage. 

HB 308 COMMUNITY COLLEGE/GROUP INSURANCE. Moved from Education Committee to Ways and 
Means Committee, a favorable development. 


CSHB 972 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/TRAFFIC ENFORCEMENT. (Higher Education Committee, Burnsed, 
Sample) Authorizes community college trustees to adopt and enforce parking 
and traffic rules on college campuses, with fines collected to be used for 
student financial aid purposes. (Same as SB 585, in House Higher Education 
and Appropriations Committees, similar to HB 672, in House Higher Education 
and Appropriations Committees) Sent to House Appropriations Committee. 


HB 1022 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/LIFE IMPROVEMENT COURSES. (Spaet) Amends community college W 
funding formula to permit use of funds for noncredit life improvement courses 
for the elderly, with additional FTE generated by courses not to qualify above 
assigned FTE. (Same as SB 1056, in Senate Education and Ways and Means Committees) 
Referred to House Higher Education and Appropriations Committees. Considered 
by Higher Education Committee, Apr. 25: (1) amended to make optional and to 

limit participation to those 62 years and older; (2) bill reported favorable, 
motion by Morgan to reconsider vote by which bill passed and leave pending, 
bill remains' in Committee. 


HB 1143 CONTINUING CONTRACTS ELIMINATED (Gallagher) Eliminating all future continuing 
contracts for instructional personnel in the public schools, with present 
contracts to continue in effect. (Same as HB 1067, in House K-12 Education 
and Appropriations Committees) (Same as HB 1284, SB 1042, died in Committee, 
1978 Session) Referred to House K-12 Education and Appropriations Committees. 


HB 1144 CC's, UNIVERSITIES/HANDICAPPED STUDENTS (Sheldon) Creates Handicapped Students 
Assistance Fund of up to $4500 per student to assist in education of handicapped 
students at state community colleges and universities, administered under 
procedures to be set by Department of Education, with an appropriation of 
$2 million for 1979-81 biennium. Referred to House Higher Education and 
Appropriations Committees. 


CSHB 1187, HB 1309, HB 1389, These three bills deal with increasing retirement benefits 

in three different ways. We will attempt to track them and to report on which, 
if any, is eventually adopted. 


HB 1483 COLLECTIVE BARGAINING/SERVICE FEES (Reynolds) Provides that all members of 
a collective bargaining unit pay a service fee to the labor organization 
equal to amount paid by members of the organization. Referred to House 
Retirement, Personnel and Collective Bargaining Committee.

COMMENCEMENT 

Graduates equipped to make value judgments 
and moral decisions are needed in today's 

« rld, according to the commencement 
baker at Palm Beach Junior College's 
th graduation ceremonies Tuesday at the 
West Palm Beach Municipal Auditorium. 

Dr. Charles Atwell, a former PBJC adminis- 
trator, now Assistant Dean of Education 
at VPI, pointed out that most of the 
problems facing the world today are not 
solvable by technology, but are "people 
problems." 

The problems of poverty, home and family 
life, drug abuse, alcoholism, suicide, 
white collar crime, fraud in government 
will not yield to technology, he said. 

"Well, what kind of problems are these 
then?" he asked. "These are problems of 
values, not skills; of moral understandings 
and commitments, not of techniques. Have 
we in education stressed the need to 
develop job skills and preparation for 
employment to the point where preparation 
for intelligent decision-making about the 
really important things in this life have 
^^n neglected?" 

Dr. Atwell told some 570 of the 1,061 


When he arrived at his office, he and Mary 
Cannon, LPN, telephoned his doctor, who ad- 
vised them to come to his office. After 
getting underway, however. Dr. Rouson began 
having such obvious difficulties that Mary 
turned her Car around and headed for the 
John F. Kennedy emergency room. Dr. Rouson 
was dead upon arrival. 

"I have lost a good personal friend," Dr. Eissey 
said. "The College has lost an outstanding 
educator. The State has lost a dedicated and able 
ci ti zen . " 

Dr. Rouson, who was 50, and his wife, Vivian, have 
five children: Lizette, 24, a college graduate, 

Darryl, 22, a law student at the University of 
Florida, Brigette, 20, who graduated Saturday from 
Howard University, Janine, 18, a student there, 
and Damion, 11. 

A memorial service was held Friday morning at 
St. Luke's Church. There were no flowers, and 
friends who wish to do so may contribute to the 
Palm Beach Junior College W.E. Rouson Memorial 
Fund. 

While a numbing sense of loss was the first 
reaction of many on campus, one friend gave a 
more reflective view: 

"In the middle of life we are, none of us, very 
far from death, but it does not follow that we 
should be fearful. Like Erv, we should be filled

PBJC GRADUATING SOPHOMORE SCHOLARSHIPS 

Winners of the Palm Beach Junior College graduating sophomore scholarships were recognized 
during commencement ceremonies Tuesday evening at the West Palm Beach Auditorium. Lisa 
Diane Fogleman, Palm Beach Gardens, won the Student Scholar Award as well as the Calvin 
W. Campbell Memorial Scholarship. 

The Student Scholar Award of $150 comes from an anonymous donor to the graduate completing 
the college program within the regular two years with the highest grade point average 
(Lisa's average is 3.98). The Calvin W. Campbell Memorial Scholarship for $1,000, renewable 
for the senior year, if the student makes acceptable grades, is presented to a student with 
at least a 3.0 average by the First Federal Savings and Loan Association of the Palm Beaches. 

Thirty four other scholarships with a value of approximately $24,000 were given to 32 
students at the ceremony. 

In addition, Hamid Faquir announced that PBJC athletes had been awarded 27 athletic 
scholarships this year.

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LEGIiSLATIVE REPORT 


There have been 1,659 bills introduced in the House during the current session of the ^ 

legislature and 1,274 in the Senate. Of these, 222 in the House and 183 in the Senate ^ 
deal with education. Perhaps half of these 405 bills would have some bearing on Community 
Colleges, and more will be introduced before the session is over. Obviously, a page pi;r 
week cannot begin to do justice to this voluminous, fascinating procedure. Herewith, 
however, a f^»w more attempts to digest. 

CHANGES LAST WEEK IN PREVIOUSLY REPORTED BILLS : 

HB 951 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/PRESIDENT CONTRACTS. On point of order, withdrawn from 

Appropriations Committee, remains referred to House Higher Education Committee. 

HB 972 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/TRAFFIC ENFORCEMENT. Companion Senate Bill, SB 585, passed 
by Senate, 38-0, sent to House. 


HB 1022 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/LIFE IMPROVEMENT COURSES. Considered again by committee May 2; 
(1) motion by Morgan to reconsider failed; (2) bill reported favorable, sent to 
Appropriations Committee. 


BILLS NOT PREVIOUSLY REPORTED IN MONDAY REPORT 

CSHB 750/784/1172/1216. CSSB 385. These bills, (and possibly others) deal with changes 
in travel allowances, increasing per diem, meal allowances, mileage to 20 cents, 
and in liberalizing changes. A more complete report as action becomes firmer. 

SB 927 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/AWARDS (Trask) Permits community college trustees to provide 
program of meritorious service awards to employees who contribute ideas which 
reduce costs, awards not to exceed $2,000 or 10 percent of first year's gross 
savings, whichever is greater. Referred to Senate Education and Ways and Means 
Committees. Considered by Education Committee, May 3: (1) bill reported favorable, 
sent to Ways and Means Committee. 

HB 959 RETIREMENT/EARLY LOCAL RETIREMENT (Young) Authorizes district school boards to 

offer early retirement benefits to employees with 25 years of creditable service, 
appropriating sufficient funds from General Revenue to cover cost. (Similar to 
CSSB 812, in Senate Ways and Means Committee) Referred to House Retirement, 
Personnel and Collective Bargaining and Appropriations Committees. Considered 
by Retirement, Personnel and Collective Bargaining Committee, May 2: (1) bill 

reported unfavorable , removed from further consideration of the Legislature. 

HB 1370 LEGAL DEFENSE/PUBLIC FUNDS (A.E. Johnson) Authorizes all agencies of government, 
including educational agencies, to use public funds for legal defense in any 
civil action brought against an employee for action arising out of official 
duties, with Department of Legal Affairs authorized to provide the defense in 
federal court suits. (Same as SB 11, in Senate Ways and Means Committee) 

Referred to House Governmental Operations and Appropriations Committees. Considered 
by Governmental Operations Committee, May 2: (1) bill reported favorable, sent 

to Appropriations Committee. 


SB 272 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/ATHLETIC SCHOLARSHIP Requires at least 50 percent of all 

athletic scholarships awarded by community colleges be made to persons who grad- 
uated from Florida public or nonpublic schools. Referred to Senate Education 
Committee: (1) bill reported favorably. Considered by Senate, Apr. 10: (1) 

final roll call, bill passed, vote of 29-10, sent to House. Referred to House 
Higher Education Committee.

WHERE THE ACTION IS 


Much of the future of Palm Beach Junior 
College and the other community colleges 
of Florida will be at stake this week as the 
legislature heads into the final days of the 
current session in Tallahassee. Since that 
is where the action is, it should come as 
no surprise that our President will be there. 

Dr. Eissey was selected some time ago to 
represent all community colleges at Tallaha- 
ssee this week. The presidents of Florida 
Community Colleges have been donating a 
week each to this cause during the current 
session of the legislature. This is the 
^‘rst year in which this effort has been 
Bide, and the effort seems to be succeeding 
Tn many ways. 


Mrs. Maxine N. Vignau, 52, a senior instructor 
in communications, died Monday afternoon in 
Boca Raton, after being discovered in a deep 
coma by her husband shortly after noon. 

Mrs. Vignau had suffered a painful back injury 
a few days earlier when she struggled to keep 
her pet dog from interfering with her husband, 
who was driving the car. Her doctor had ordered 
bed rest. Her husband, Pierre, an instructor 
at St. Andrews School in Boca Raton, found that 
what at first appeared to be peaceful sleep was 
in reality a deep coma. Despite medical efforts, 
she died early Monday afternoon. 

A memorial service was to be held Thursday at 
5 p.m. at St. Andrews Chapel on the grounds of 
the school. Many of the College community, 
still shocked from the death of Dr. Rouson five 
days earlier, were planning to attend the 
memorial service, or to donate, at the family's 
request, to the Maxine Vignau Memorial Dance 
Scholarship at St. Andrews. 

In addition to her husband, Mrs. Vignau's family 
includes three children, David, 33, Teresa, 28 
and Kathy, 22. 

Mrs. Vignau had been employed at PBJC since 
1970. She served as vice chairman of the 
Faculty Senate and as president of the United 
Faculty during the stormy period which saw the 
first organization dissolved after the second 
became sole bargaining agent for the faculty. 

Before, during, and after these periods of 
elective service to her fellow faculty members, 
Mrs. Vignau served her students. She once 
summed up her educational philosophy with these 
words: "Ultimately, I think, we have best 

served our students when we have been successful 
in helping them to look at themselves with 
some degree of realism, when we have made a 
concentrated effort to introduce them fairly to 
philosophies other than our own, when we have 
helped them not only to accumulate 'facts,'

Whether by luck, or design, or both, the week that Dr. Eissey will be present is a climacti^^ 
one.

When a hoi iday falls within a scheduled work week personnel on a 35 hour work week receive 
credit for a 7-hour holiday and those on a 40 hour week receive credit for an 8-hour holiday.

As this is written, it is decision time in 
Tallahassee, and Palm Beach Junior College 
could come out with a north campus, a 
central campus swimming pool, the half mill 
referendum, and reasonably adequate funding 
for next year. But, on the other hand, we 
could come out with none of the above. 

As the two legislative appropriations bills 
headed into conference at the first of last 
week, the swimming pool was in the House 
Bill, but not in the Senate version. On 
the other hand, the Senate bill had the 
North Campus in as an actual appropriation 
of money we would not otherwise get, while 
the House version merely gave us permission 
to spend money in advance we would be getting 
anyhow. The referendum was on course, but 
had not yet passed. Funding for Community 
Colleges was over $6 million higher in the 
Senate Bill than in the House. 

On Wednesday morning, in a telephone conver- 
sation with his office, Dr. Eissey said the 
pace of the action in Tallahassee has to 
be experienced to be believed. 

"People are everywhere, trying to get the 
attention of anybody who is on the committee, 
or of anybody who might be able to get some- 
one on the committee -- begging, pleading, 
arguing — any kind of negotiation you can 
think of. 

"It looks now like we will get some library 
money we had not anticipated, but there is ' 
$10 million in the universities for main- 
tenance, and so far, nothing at all for 
community colleges. 

"Our delegation has been very helpful — 
they are all working for us, but the tensions , 
are so terrific right now that almost any- 
thing could happen. If I can keep up with 
the 16 hour days, we may be able to swing 
it all -- but it is too early to predict 
anything."

IN THE BALANCE 

As this is written, it is decision time in 
Tallahassee, and Palm Beach Junior College 
could come out with a north campus, a 
central campus swimming pool, the half mill 
referendum, and reasonably adequate funding 
for next year. But, on the other hand, we 
could come out with none of the above. 

As the two legislative appropriations bills 
headed into conference at the first of last 
week, the swimming pool was in the House 
Bill, but not in the Senate version. On 
the other hand, the Senate bill had the 
North Campus in as an actual appropriation 
of money we would not otherwise get, while 
the House version merely gave us permission 
to spend money in advance we would be getting 
anyhow. The referendum was on course, but 
had not yet passed. Funding for Community 
Colleges was over $6 million higher in the 
Senate Bill than in the House. 

On Wednesday morning, in a telephone conver- 
sation with his office. Dr. Eissey said the 
pace of the action in Tallahassee has to 
be experienced to be believed. 

"People are everywhere, trying to get the 
attention of anybody who is on the committee, 
or of anybody who might be able to get some- 
one on the committee -- begging, pleading, 
arguing -- any kind of negotiation you can 
think of. 

"It looks now like we will get some library 
money we had not anticipated, but there is ' 
$10 million in the universities for main- 
tenance, and so far, nothing at all for 
community colleges. 

"Our delegation has been very helpful — 
they are all working for us, but the tensions , 
are so terrific right now that almost any- 
thing could happen. If I can keep up with 
the 16 hour days, we may be able to swing 
it all — but it is too early to predict 
anything. "

1979-80 BUDGET 
...AND TELEPHONES, TOO 

Two items were passed by the college trustees 
at a special meeting Tuesday night, and both 
are of unusual interest to those of us who 
work at the college: the 1979-80 budget, 

and a new telephone system. 

The budget is 5.3 per cent above last year's, 
topping the $10 million mark in the general 
current fund for the first time. 

It is based on estimates of what will be 
provided by the legislature and on student 
enrollment. It contains no provision for 
raises other than the merit increases where 
they have been earned. 

Dr. Eissey explained that if the legislature 
provides more funds than have been estimated 
in the budget, the administration will make 
later recommendations for use of those 
additional funds. 

The personnel portion of the budget was up 
5.6 per cent and the equipment budget was 
down 26.3 per cent. 

Total available for expenditure was 
$10,332,243, and almost the entire amount, 
$10,314,349 was budgeted for possible 
expenditure. 


As this is written, our Lady Pacers are in first 
place after the first round of the National 
Junior College Athletic Association's Women's 
Golf Tournament at Midlands, Texas. 

Our Paula Slivinsky shot a red-hot two-under 
par 70 to lead everybody else by five strokes, 
accounting for most of the seven stroke margin 
the Pacers held over Dade North. 

June Staton was in at 79, in sixth place over- 
all, Colleen Binkiewicz was eighth at 80, and 
"bara Bunkowsky is tied for ninth at 82.

Revenue comes largely from the state, 68 per 
cent, and student fees, 29 per cent, with 
all other sources at 3 per cent. 

Expenditures were 77 per cent for personnel, 

20 per cent for current expenses, and 3 per 
cent for equipment. 

In addition to the general operating funds, 
the board also approved the plant fund budget, 
which showed a total available of 
$2,930,638.22, and planned expenditures of 
$2,638,613.09.

Robert Cobb, vice president of the student government association at PBJC Central, spoke 
briefly, objecting to smaller cuts in the athletics portion of the student activity portic' 
of the budget, than in other student activities. 

Southern Bell representatives made a presentation explaining the study they have made of our 
telephone system. 

The current system has no more room for growth, and service is not what it should be, accordir 
to the study. 

Some features of the new plan: 

All telephones on campus will be reachable from the outside by their own number through a 
system called Direct Inward Dialing. Relieved of switchboard duties to a large extent, the 
operators could be utilized in an information center. 

All campuses will be a part of the new system, with internal lines similar to the single line 
now available to the Glades campus. Automatic records will be kept of long distance dialing. 
Other features would include automatic forwarding and call back. 

After some discussion, the board gave permission for the administration to continue the 
development of the new system.

Dr. Eissey reported that stories about the hectic pace 
in the last days of a meeting of the Florida legislature are not exaggerated. 

"You have to use every possible avenue you can to get your story before the senator or h^u 
member who is in the position of power at that moment," he said. "You catch them right after 
a meeting, on the way to a rest room, or, if you are lucky, you make a date for breakfast, 
before the day begins."

Dr. Eissey said that all of the three major PBJC items -- the swimming pool, the north campus, 
and the half mill referendum -- were still alive when he left Tallahassee. 

"i house members of the conference committee all understand the importance of our swimming 
pool -- that this is our last chance," he says. "But the Senate members were much harder to 
convince that it is a real necessity." 

Funding for the North Campus remains in both bills, but it is yet to be determined whether the 
Senate version -- much better for us than the house version — will finally prevail. 

The ad valorem tax bill appears to be on target for passage as an uncontested local bill. 

In regard to the state funding for community colleges. Dr. Eissey said the House had agreed 
to an additional $6 million for community colleges, but only if the Senate would agree to add 
$14 million to their total educational package. As this is written, they are still negotiating. 

A LOT OF WORK LEFT TO BE DONE 

Occasionally, the critics of education begin to get to you, and you might begin to wonder if 
we are not already reaching all the people who should be getting a college education. Far 
from it. 

An article in the May Community and Junior College Journal, (page 7), has some interesting 
statistics, if you ever feel that way. 

It turns out that of the 119 million Americans 25 years of age and over, 25 million have not 
completed grade school, another 18 million have not completed high school. 

At ‘he other end of the scale, only 33 million have had any college education at all, and only 
iL ill ion are college graduates. 

Another way of saying that is that 76 million ^ finish high school, and 61 million of that 
76 million do not finish college. There is plenty of work left to be done.

BILLS OF INTEREST PASSED LAST WEEK: 

CSSB 209 SCHOOL PERSONNEL/SICK LEAVE, POOLING Extends sick leave benefits to all employees, 
with district school boards authorized to establish policies for all full-time 
employees with one year of employment for voluntary pooling of unused sick leave 
and disbursing extra days to other employee, with school board required to set a 
cap on the number of days an employee can contribute and draw, employees required 
to use up own sick leave before using pool. Sent to Senate Ways. Amended to also 
include community college employees in sick leave rights and pooling, permittino 
transfer of sick leave days to community colleges from other colleges, distric( 
school boards and the DOE. Final roll call, bill passed, vote of 97-5, sent to 
Governor. 

SB 474 SCHOOL PERSONNEL/SUIT COST REIMBURSEMENT Authorizes all agencies of government, 

including schools, to provide an att^i^y to defend any civil action brought against 
an officer or employee, including defense against civil rights suits, with agency 
authorized to expend available funds to pay any judgment against an officer or 
employee unless employee caused harm intentionally, relieving all officers and 
employees of any personal liability for any act committed in the course of employ- 
ment unless employee acted in bad faith. Final roll call, bill passed, vote of 
35-0, sent to Governor. 

SB 585 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/TRAFFIC ENFORCEMENT (Neal) Authorizes community college trustees 
to adopt and enforce parking and traffic rules on college campuses. Amended to 
provide that fines collected are to be used for student assistance programs. Final 
roll call, bill passed, vote of 113-0, sent to Governor. 

HB 322 PUBLIC EMPLOYEES/MILEAGE Increase reimbursement for car mileage for public employee; 
from 14 cents per mile to 20 cents per mile. Amended to require agencies to set 
rate at 20 cents per mile. Amended to increase mileage to Yli per mile in 1979-80 
and 19t in 1980-81 if IRS authorizes, or whatever amount IRS approves. Passed both 
House and Senate.

That will make our terms a neat, and logical. Fall, 
Winter, Spring and Summer — just like the seasons. 


The last time we talked to you about the 
Lady Pacers, they were on the verge of 
coming the official No. 1 junior college 
yolf team in the nation, with a whopping 
35 stroke margin on second place Mi ami - 
Dade North and just one more round to go. 
It was a pretty sure bet that they would 
at least hang in there well enough to win, 
with that many strokes to work on. 

In case you haven't heard, coach Debbie 
Ruday's girls not only won, they won going 
away, by a fantastic 50 stroke margin. 

"It was the first time all year that we 
really played up to our full capability," 
Debbie said. 

Paula Slivinsky, who was usually No. 3 in 
the Pacer line-up, followed a super 70 on 
the first nine with a steady 78, and then 
closed like the national individual 
champion she had just become with a 73. 


As do all changes which have become engrained in 
books, manuals, catalogs, forms, and other kinds 
of written words, this change will probably 
produce a magnificent upheaval for a few months 
while we get everything straightened out. But 
the result will be worth it. 

Many people in the community will stop waiting 
out our spring terms, expecting to enroll in 
our summer term. And it is not beyond the realm 
of possibility that a very few people might 
realize that our Fall Term begins in August 
instead of September, if we tell them that our 
Summer Term is over in July. 

It is possible that there are some legal techni- 
calities which must be crossed before this is 
fully accomplished, but it is the intention of 
the administration to change the names as of next 
year, and, so far, absolutely no serious objections 
have surfaced. . .JK

realize that' a budget is a planning document. In 
our case, because of deadlines we had to meet — 
the budget had to be in Tallahassee by June 1 — 
we had to prepare this large and intricate 
document before we had a clear indication of how

much money the college would receive from the State. 

This means that the budget adopted May 29 by the Board of Trustees will be amended after 
passage of the appropriations bill gives us a clearer idea of what our income might be. 

That series of amendments, (and we all hope it will be adding to the estimates of money to 
be made available, not subtracting), will not be the last -- amendments will keep coming 
throughout the life of the budget, as adjustments are made to match our guesses of today with 
the reality of tomorrow. 

A budget must be sound. A series of errors could lead to a great deal of human suffering, as 
reported in an article in the Pensacola Journal reprinted on page six of today's Monday Report. 
We certainly do not wish to go through such an experience here. 

The budget just passed at PBJC was lean almost to the point of emaciation. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of badly needed equipment had to be left out in order to find the money 
needed to continue all salaries at their present level, plus earned increases. 

Better salaries for all has been the number one priority of Dr. Eissey's administration from 
its beginning. That has not changed. It is possible, even probable, that after the actions 
of the legislature become clear as far as junior college funding is concerned, and after we 
have been informed from the state level what this will mean to Palm Beach Junior College, 
some upward adjustment of salaries will be made in the next fiscal year. Until we know more 
clearly how much money we will have for operation, speculation on this is not only useless, 
it is counter productive. 

In the nine months Dr. Eissey has been in office, a number of minor miracles have occurred. 

Now, with the passage of the ad valorem tax bill and the inclusion of the north campus in ' 
the appropriations act, a couple of major miracles appear to be near. It is his avowed goal 
to bring the salary level of all employees at the college, not just one segment, into the 
top rank of all colleges in Florida. 

If all of us in the college community become and continue to be hard-working, enthusiastic 
members of the team, supporting all efforts to increase revenue and eliminate unnecessary 
expenditure, there is no doubt that he will succeed in reaching his objective. 

In the meantime, there should be considerable relief in knowing that, barring some real 
calamity in state funding or student receipts, it will not be necessary to release even one 
person next year because of insufficient funds .. .Jonathan Koontz, after consultation with

ENERGY CONSERVATION We have received a copy of a resolution regarding energy conservation 
from Commissioner Turlington through the Division of Community Colleges. This resolution 
directs the College to develop an energy conservation plan which will result in our saving 
a minimum of 15% of our energy consumption. We are required to certify to the State within 
30 days the action which we have taken for the conservation of energy. Some of the items 
which they said must be included in the plans to become effective immediately are: 

1. Temperatures in buildings are to be kept at 78° during the cooling 
season and at 65° during the heating season. 

2. College owned vehicles must comply with the 55 mile per hour speed limit. 

3. Lighting levels are to be reduced in accordance with standards established 
by the State.

LEGIISLATIVE REPORT 

It is supposed to be foolhardy to count your chickens before they are fully hatched, but the 
temptation is too great. It does look like, with more than a little help from our friends 
in the legislature. Palm Beach Junior College will score well on all except one issue in 
the current legislative session. 

The higher Senate figure of $220 million is in the final appropriations bill, and our 
North Campus is approved for $4.9 million. Both the appropriations bill and our ad valorem 
tax bill have gone to the governor. 


The matching funds for our swimming pool do not appear in the appropriations bill as it now 
stands. Dr. Eissey, who does not know how to stop trying, is already busy looking for some 
other source for those matching funds, before the county commission withdraws its offer. 

Hard and effective work by the President's Council, including Dr. Eissey's critical week 
in Tallahassee, and a good job of lobbying by the FACC were factors in getting the junior 
college story before the legislators. But it is, in the end, the legislators themselves 
who are chiefly responsible. We really should go out of our way to let them know we 
appreciate a job well done.

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PJC Cuts 
106 Staff 
Positions

Pensacola Junior College announced Friday the 
elimination of 106 full-time positions at the college. 

Supervisors will give termination notices to 56 em- 
ployees Monday in an across-the-board reduction of 
14 percent of the college staff. 

Another 50 employees have already advised the college of 
their intention to retire or resign this year. 

The college will terminate the positions of 24 classifled 
employees within one to two weeks, according to a PJC 
spokesman. Four administrators, four support staff and 24 
instructors will leave at the termination of their present con- 
tracts. 

Except in the case of administrators, the cutback will affect 
exclusively employees hired within the last three years, ac- 
cording to William Moore, executive vice president of the 
college.

"Whatever adverse af- 
fect it has on minorities, 
we’ll have to reverse it in 
the plan for 1980-31,” he 
said.

"If the professional peo- 
ple give us a copy of their 
curriculum vitae, we will 
distribute it to all the jun- 
ior colleges in the state 
and throughout the coun- 
try,” he said. 

Asked the cost of this 
(issistance. Moore said it 
was "not too expensive in 
terms of helping those 
who had no fault in the 
situation." 

He said the personnel 
officer of the college 
would help classified em- 
ployees being dismissed 
who are from the Pensaco- 
la area find work with lo- 
cal firms. 


The college’s anticipat- 
ed revenue for fiscal vear 
1981) is ^16,250,000. ac- 
cording to Moore. Howev- 
er, expenditures are pro- 
jected at 514,650.000 in 
order to eliminate the $1.6 
million deficit. 

Personnel costs for the 
year are estimated at 
1? 1 1,808,750, 81 percent of 
total expenditures. 

Moore said he was "con- 
fident’’ no further layoffs 
would be necessary for 
next year. However, he 
said the administration 
would only be able to 
determine the need for 
more dismissals "after 
raking the list of remain- 
ing individuals, accumu- 
lating their salaries and 
verifying that we have in 
fact met the goal set for 
our budget next year. 

"1 fl/lly anticipate what 
we have identified will be 
99 percent on line," he 
said.

HOW MUCH MONEY WILL PBJC GET? 

So you've been reading that Community 
Colleges got $192 million last year and 
will get almost S221 million this year 
and $239 million next year and you've 
got the urge to figure out what kind of a 
percentage jump in state funding PBJC will 
get next year. Take our advice. Don't. 

It looks like the simplest thing in the world 
Get out the calculator, or the pencil and 
paper and figure percentages — apply them 
to last year's PBJC Budget, and there you 
are — Hal 

If you do that, you come up with a 14.9 per 
cent gain this year and an additional 8.2 
per cent gain the year following. Would that 
it were that simple. Indeed, would that it 
were so. 

In the first place, you must take into account 
how much additional education will be demand- 
ed for the additional money. It is true that 
$2.21 is more money than $1.92 — but it is 
not a true increase if it is demanded that 
you buy more goods with the $2.21 than the 
SI. 92. 

In the second place, there is the effect of 
the general rate of inflation on everything 
the college buys. All of us know very well 
how that affects a family budget, and the 
college is no different. 

In the third, fourth, fifth, sixth place 
and on into infinity the dispensing of funds 
by the Division of Community Colleges in- 
volves such a complex set of equations that 
some colleges will wind up with a much higher 
percentage increase than others, and nobody 
knows before it is done whether we will be 
higher or lower. Until those calculations 
are made and announced, (usually a matter of 
a couple of weeks), it is anybody's guess as 
to the effect of the appropriations bill on 
our budget.

with the North Campus — changing the dollar estimate on Phase I to $5 million and in-

Another happy note — the board will receive notification of the Grant Award of $58,758 
from HEW for our Cooperative Education program, outlined to you in the Monday Report a 
few issues back. 

HOW MUCH MONEY - CONT. 

We can say, of course, that the dollar amount will be higher — it had better be, be- 
cause the stand-pat budget we have already passed has a considerable increase in state 
funding already built in. Beyond that we cannot say much. It is the universal advice 
of all dealing with budgetary matters to do very little speculation, and be patient. 

More than 20 years ago, as a reporter for the Post-Times, I made the mistake of asking 
Dr. Manor for a simple explanation of the state funding formula. He looked at me and 
stated in emphatic terms that I had asked for an impossible thing. "You can't explain 
anything as complex as that in simple terms," he declared, "but if you want to listen. 

I'll be happy to explain it." 

Somewhat cocksure of my ability to absorb any information, (some reporters are like that), 
I nodded my head and he started. Two hours later, brainwashed, dazed and exhausted, and 
still unable to make a coherent, simple statement about the process that he did not 
quickly qualify, I beat a hasty, and somewhat ignoble retreat. Folks, I don't think it's 
one bit simpler today. JK.

A PAT ON THE BACK 


Palm Beach Junior College students and 
graduates have earned higher grade 
point averages (GPA) In the Florida 
University System than the state-wide 
average, according to statistics In The 
Articulation, a publication of the Flor- 
ida Department of Education. 

"We're proud of our students, of our 
teachers, and of everyone who has worked 
to keep the quality of our education high" 
says Dr. Elssey, 


TRUSTEES VOTE FREE TUITION 

Our trustees got together for a special 
meeting last Monday night, disposed of 
the regular business In a hurry, and spent 
considerable time and energy on a massive 
overhaul of board policy and administra- 
tive and personnel handbooks. 

They passed, with obvious pleasure, the 
proposal to grant us the tuition waivers, 
exactly as outlined to you In the personal 
letter you have received from Dr. Elssey. 
They also agreed to the change In term 
names to Fall, Winter, Spring and Summer, 
beginning next year. 

The overhaul was largely a matter of up- 
dating and editing to avoid duplication, 
and to make changes In minor administrative 
matters possible without going through the 
cumbersome procedures necessary to change 
a board policy. 

A conmlttee headed by Joe Schneider has been 
working on the revisions for some time, and 
the President’s Staff went over every Item 
before It was presented to the board. Ex- 
cept for some small changes, the board 
approved all revisions, and the overhaul 
now had Its first reading. 


"At a time when the quality of education 
at all levels Is being questioned In Flor- 
ida," he says, "It Is heartening to note 
that our high standards are still being 
upheld." 

Statistics In the publication show that 
PBJC students who transfer prior to 60 
credit hours at the college, do better 
than the state average, but those who 
transfer after 60 hours at PBJC have 
even higher grade point averages. 

For an example, in 1978 the 406 PBJC stu- 
dents who transferred to the state 
university system prior to earning 60

Although the legislature passed a law per- 
mitting Junior Colleges to continue Insurance 
coverage for retired employees, with the 
retiree paying premiums. It appears that we 
at PBJC will not be able to Increase the 
availability of Insurance beyond the level 
we already have had.

hours of credit had a GPA of 2.66 (compared to the 2.62 GPA of statewide students). 
However, the 1,175 PBJC students who transferred after 60 or mor« hours of credit, 
showed a 2.72 GPA (compared to statewide student figure of 2.70). 

Says Dot Suttle, Director of Institutional Research, who compiled the Information, 

“The Articulation for May 1979 substantiates what we knew was truel Palm Beach 
Junior College offers quality education to quality students." 

The publication also showed (based on Fall Quarter Registrations) that approximately 
90 percent of the PBJC transfers Into the state university system go to three Flor- 
ida colleges: Florida Atlantic University (55 percent In 1978), University of 

Florida (18 percent In 1978) and Florida State University (15,4 percent in 1978).

the question In detail with Randy Hopkins, a local agent, who was substituting for 
John Emerson of Gulf Life, our basic insurance carrier. The answers were essentially 
negative on every point that was raised. It appears that we are lucky to have the 
coverage we now have, which Is based on being a part of a group that Includes the 
Palm Beach County School Board — that separation from the school board would either 
be Impossible or very costly — that maintenance of retirees In the essential group 
with employees In the life Insurance group would be prohibitively expensive, and 
quite expensive in the health insurance — that even to keep early retirees covered 
until the time they would normally retire would not be possible. 

After hearing that last, the staff asked Mr. Hopkins, who Is an agent for a large 
number of Insurance companies, whether some other company might be more lenient — 
at least for retirees who have not yet reached normal retirement age. His opinion was 
that this would be extremely unlikely, since our current experience record is bad in 
both life and health Insurance. 

Currently, there are conversion options for retirees, and the personnel office will 
explain these to anyone with a real Interest. 

Dr. Elssey admitted a temporary setback In the matter, but refused to admit defeat. 

“I believe that when people give their lives in the service of this institution, it 
is not right just to say thanks, give them a token gift, and cut the umbilical cord 
forever — putting them out there all alone for the rest of their lives. Somewhere, 
somehow, we'll have an opportunity to do something about this, and when we can, we will,"

With funding information finally in hand, 
the college will begin salary and other 
economic discussions and decisions at two 
separate meetings tomorrow. 

At 9 a.m., in Conference Room B of the 
Administration Building, Or. Eissey will 
ask the college trustees, at a special 
meeting, to adopt the findings of the 
Cody Report as a guide to salary adjust- 
ments for non-bargaining unit personnel. 

Also on the agenda of that meeting will be 
a proposal to implement the recent legis- 
lative action which would allow an increase 
in student fees. Instead of recommending 
the allowable $2 per credit hour. Dr. Eissey 
will recommend half that amount. The basic 
per credit hour fee of $14 would be raised 
to $15 beginning in the Fall Term. A third 
item on the agenda involves final inspection 
of the new Allied Health Building. 


NOT REALLY ALL THAT BAD 

In case you might be thinking that our in- 
crease in student fees to $15 per credit hour 
is raising the cost of education at PBJC to 
exorbitant heights, take a look at the long 
paragraph below, excerpted from an article 
by Edward B. Fiske in the New York Times of 
5/21. “The total cost for a year at the 
most expensive and prestigious colleges and 
universities will surpass $9,000 for the first 
time next fall, according to the college 
scholarship service of the College Entrance 
Examination Board. In its annual survey of 
the costs of higher education, the organization 
estimated that average expenses for residen- 
tial students at private four-year colleges 
would be $5,526, or 10.6 percent above those 
of the current academic year. At public four- 
year colleges the estimated costs will be 
$3,258, a rise of 8.5 percent. The report 
stated that total expenses at any type of 
college would be about $750 higher for resi- 
dent students than for those who commute 
from home. Total costs for commuters at 

private four-year colleges will be about 
$4,977, an increase of 15.8 percent over the 
current level." 


The second meeting will be a collective 
bargaining meeting at 3 p.m. in the County 
Recreation Office south of the PBJC Central 
Campus. Members of the college bargaining 
team will be prepared to discuss salaries 
and other economic items. 

The college has been waiting since the end 
of the legislative session for information 
from Tallahassee regarding funding. This 
arrived last week, but the meetings could 
not be set until the 17th.

MORE ABOUT SALARIES 


Dr. Eissey has released additional Information about the salary plan he will present 
to the trustees tomorrow morning covering non- unit , full-time employees, just In 
time to be added to this Monday Report. It is not a simple plan, and you may not 
be able to figure Immediately, exactly to the penny, what kind of raise you will be 
getting as an Individual. But there are some guidelines, outlined below, that may 
give you a realistic Idea. BEST OF ALL, IF DR. EISSEY 'S RECOMM ENDATIONS ARE ADOPTED 
BY THE BOARD, YOU WON'T HAVE LONG TO WAIT TO FIND OUT — YOUR PAYCHECK OF JULY 19 
WILL REFLECT THE RAISE. Remember, what Is said here applies to non-unit , full-time 
employees. 

The easiest, and probably best way to explain Dr. Elssey's plan Is to s«^y that It Is 
a five percent raise across the board, plus Increments If you v/ere eligible and 
recommended by your supervisor, plus reclassifications where recommended by the Cody 
Report. 

The five percent Is a true salary Increase — not a one-time payment, or bonus. This 
Is the second five percent Increase since Dr. Eissey became president, and Is evidence 
that his commitment to better salaries for all Is as strong as ever. All non-unit, 
full-time employees with the exception of Dr. Eissey, himself, will be recommended 
for the five percent raise. Again this year. Or. Eissey will make no recommendation 
as to his own salary. 

Some employees will be getting more than five percent. If you were reconmended for 
an annual merit Increment this year, you will get that plus the five percent raise. 
Since these scheduled. Incremental raises vary slightly In percentage, you would 
need to know your Individual salary schedule to figure this out In exact detail. 

Some employees will get the five percent, plus an Increment, plus an adjustment rec- 
ommended by the Cody Report. Others will get the five percent, plus a Cody Report 
Adjustment, but not an Increment. It Is In the area of Cody Report adjustments that 
the task of Informing you through the Monday Report about your own Individual raise 
becomes Impossible. The Personnel Office will notify you of your new salary within 
the next several weeks. 

ABOUT THE CODY REPORT. Cody and Associates were hired by the Board to make an in- 
dependent study of our situation In regard to salaries of all college personnel when 
It became obvious that we faced serious problems In certain areas. Cody and Assoc- 
iates are experienced In such salary studies, and have data already on hand 
regarding salaries In other similar Institutions. In addition, they conducted wage 
and salary studies In the local area. Interviewed supervisory personnel to update 
job requirements, and became thoroughly familiar with our present salary schedules and 
with recommendations for adjustments made by supervisors during budget studies. 

The Cody Report recommended adjustments In certain Individual positions, and also 
recommended a general Increase If this were financially possible for the college. 
Except for one or two Instances of downward adjustments recommended by the firm. 

Dr. Eissey plans to recommend adoption of all Its provisions. 

Overall, for the college as a whole , the total of all of these adjustments will 


equal the full seven percent increase, the maximum allowed by the State Department 
of Education as detailed the guidelines from President Carter. 

The task facing Dr, Elssey and his staff In getting together a recommendation on 
salaries was a formidable one. They, by necessity, had to stay In the limit set 
by the President — - and Increments, plus the Cody Report adjustments must also 
be Included within the seven percent limitation. 

There are some individual salaries which will go up substantially on a percentage 
basis. It Is well to remember that In these cases an independent study has con- 
firmed that those positions were being underpaid In relation to similar positions 
covered In the study. 

Funding Information was received by the college late In the day on Monday, July 2. 
If Dr. Elssey's plan Is adopted, and raises are In the paychecks of July 19, this 
speaks well for the efficiency of the entire operation. 

"I am truly happy that we have been able to recommend these increases," Dr, Elssey 
said. "I would be even happier If there were any way we could have done even more. 

"I am proud of our staff, and of the way they are cooperating In the many new steps 
we are trying to Implement. If It were not for that cooperation, the salary recom- 
mendations would not have been possible. 

"We are moving ahead, step by step, to that place somewhere down the road, where we 
will be a leader In Horlda among community colleges in the area of salaries. 

"The steps may not be as fast as you would like, or I would like, but the direction 
Is set, and the priority Is fixed, and we will get there,"

MEETING NO, 2 

SALARY INCREASE OFFERED 

A pay raise package similar to that granted 
non-unit, full-time employees at the trus- 
tees meeting on Tuesday morning was offered 
to teachers, librarians and counselors at 
a collective bargaining meeting Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The college offered a five percent across- 
the board increase, plus increments in 
accordance with contract provisions, plus 
a Cody Report recommendation that the max- 
imum range for the rank of instructor be 
increased an additional seven percent. 

The increases will be effective at the 
time an agreement is ratified by unit mem- 
bers and will not be retroactive, according 
to the written offer presented at the meet- 
ing. 

A number of questions were asked about de- 
tails of the plan. Some were answered 
immediately and others required data not 
available at the meeting. (Cont. on page 2) 


MEETING NO, 1 

TRUSTEES APPROVE SALARY INCREASES 

All non-unit, full-time employees v/ill receive 
a five percent increase in salary effective 
immediately as a result of action at a spec- 
ial board of trustees meeting last Tuesday 
morning. Those eligible and recommended by 
supervisors for increments will also receive 
their increment, and a number of employees^ 
will also receive adjustments based on recom- 
mendations of the Cody Report. 

In short, the board approved the pay package 
plan proposed by Dr. Eissey as outlined in the 
special page attached to last week's Monday 
Report. 

The board also approved a $1 per credit hour 
increase in fees, effective in the Fall Term. 
This item was on first reading, with the 
second reading scheduled for the regular 
board meeting, July 25. 

Final inspection of the new Allied Health 
Building was authorized, and held immediately 
following the board meeting. The official 
result of the inspection will be received by 
mail, according to Tony Tate, who said that 
there is a lengthy check list of items left 
to be accomplished before final payment will 
be made, and the building ready for occupancy. 
Use at the beginning of the Fall Term is still 
scheduled. 

Explaining his action in recommending the $1 
increase, rather than the $2 allowed through 
action of the legislature. Dr. Eissey said 
the college Is aware of the financial diffi- 
culties facing everyone through inflation, 
the increase in the cost of gasoline and other 
factors, that we are truly interested in our 
students, and will increase tuition only when 
it is absolutely necessary. 

Dr. Eissey said that the overall cost of the 
pay plan granted non-unit full-time employees 
by the board and the plan offered to the union 
will be seven percent higher than last year — 
the maximum increase allowed under the pres- 
ident's guidelines. 


MEETING NO. 2 CONT. 


Union representatives did not connient on the pay plan during the meeting, but said 
they would react at the next meeting after studying the offer.

A grant has been submitted to the Palm Beach County Employment and Training Adminis- 
tration for $61,235.00. The proposal title is: "Assessment of Educational Training 

Needs of Palm Beach County Business, Industry, Government and Human Resources." 

A committee composed of Dr. R. Kay (Chaiirman), Dean Whitmer, Dean Harvey, Dean Moss, 
and Mr. Kelly wrote the grant. The project director is Dean Whitmer. 

WELCOME, KATHY 

The newest member of the PBJC Community is Kathy Aiello, Program Specialist, who will 
head the Women's Center for the Department of Continuing Education. Kathy is familiar 
to Palm Beach Junior College, having taught English and education courses part-time 
at the North Campus. She also was an administrative intern at the North Campus in the 
summer of 1977. 

She comes to us from the Palm Beach County School System where she taught and coached 
the drill team for five years at Twin Lakes High School. She lives in West Palm Beach 
with her husband, Eugene.

WEEKEND COLLEGE 

It has been some time since the Monday Report 
gave an update on the Weekend College, but 
there has been much activity In planning stages, 
and there are now some firm facts to report. 

Plans have not always gone as the administration 
had hoped, but they are progressing. 

A list of 27 course offerings has been selected, 
18 on Saturday morning and nine on Saturd^ 
afternoon. Class meetings begin on September 8, 
and It has been determined that registration Is 
now open and will be accepted until the time 
of the first class meeting. 

Dr. Elssey assigned Dr. Erling the task of 
arranging for a Weekend College registration to 
be held at a number of Malls throughout the coun- 
ty. Plans for this special day of registration 
on Saturday, August 18, are nearly complete, and 
a two-page check-list of Items prepared by Dr, 
Erling on July 11 has now been all checked off 
except for one Item — arranging with the media 
for a press conference on August 7 to kick off 
publicity about the Weekend College and to 
explain about our special registration day. 

We will be registering at six different malls on 
August 18: Boca Raton Mall, Delray Mall, Palm 
Beach Mall, Palm Coast Plaza, Royal's Plaza 
(Belle 61a^), and the Twin City Mall. If you 
are shopping on those days. I'm sure those reg- 
istering would welcome a familiar face. They 
might even have a volunteer job for you. It Is 
with considerable regret that the administration 
must announce that It will not be possible for 
the full-time f^acultv to teach In the Weekend" 
College, since aoreeront could not be reached 
with the United "acuity. 

"From the very beginning, we have attempted to 
Include the full-time faculty In plans for the 
Weekend College," Dr. Elssey said, "We have had 
a proposal on the bargaining table since last 
March. 

"When time ran out, and we had to make decisions 
about who would be teaching these courses In the 
Fall Term, we made It clear to the union that If

we had to proceed without the fu11-t1iae faculty we would do so. Since we could not 
reach agreement, we must now proceed to staff with teachers from the administration 
and from part-time Instructors." 

Dr. Elssey said that he had hoped that the Weekend College would be a wey the full- 
time faculty could supplement their Income on a purely voluntary basis, but that this 
opportunity will now be lost for the Fall Term. 

The college offer Included pay scales of $12 to $16 per* hour depending on rank and 
Or. Elssey pointed out that a teacher could earn from $36 to $48 per hour Saturday 
morning and the same amount Saturday afternoon If scheduled for two classes. 

"I regret very much the necessity of proceeding without the full-time faculty," 

Dr. Elssey said, "but we have run out of time, and must find other highly qualified 
teachers. 

TRUSTEES 

The Palm Beach Junior College trustees held their annual reorganization meeting 
Wednesday night. Dr. Philip Lichtblau was elected to another term as chairman, and 
George Michael to another term as vice chairman. 

Date, time and place of regular meetings remained the same, the third Wednesday of 
each month, 7:30 p.m.. In the Foodservice Center. 

The board approved all suggested policy changes. Including a $1 per credit hour In- 
crease In student fees to be effective In the fall term. 

An emergency Item on the agenda Involved the reaction of the board to a plan to locate 
50 units of subsidized housing Immediately across SR 715 from the entrance to the 
Glades Campus. 

Dr. Elssey asked for reactions from Dr. Conley, PBJC Glades Provost, and Mrs. Hand, 
trustee from the Glades. Both opposed the move. 

Dr. Conley said traffic congestion from two-laned SR 715 Into the college was already 
a problem with the Glades 1,200 students last year. He said that problem will grow worse 
when the new auditorium Is finished by some 300 or 400 more automobiles. 

"To place a high density project Immediately across from the college would surely create 
a real traffic jam," Dr, Conley said. 

He also said PBJC Glades has so far escaped vandalism, and he was afraid the close prox- 
imity of the project would cause policing problems, especially since the location Is 
outside the city limits of Belle Glade. 

The HUD project Included an alternate site — eight acres near the center of Belle Glade. 
Both Dr. Conley and Mrs. Hand felt the alternate site would be better for all concerned. 

The board authorized Dr. Elssey to draft a reply for them opposing the location of the 
project on SR 715.

* Amended the Administrative Supervisory and Confidential Salary Schedule to allow 
additional payment when a person Is acting In a higher ranking position for more than 
three months. 

* Created a new position of Job Development Specialist for Minority /Handicapped 
Students, to be funded In the Cooperative Education grant. 

* Allowed purchase of a Media System to be utilized In Business Education from a 
sole source Item without bid. 

PRINT SHOP 

The Print Shop has been moved from Its location on the second floor of the old admin- 
istration building, AD-20, to the first floor of the Tech Building, Tech 1 and 2, where 
the nursing classrooms used to be. 

The new quarters solved a persistent problem of noise In the offices below the old 
location, and provide room for expansion when It becomes possible to purchase much- 
needed new equipment. 

( A recent annual analysis showed the print shop had printed over 2,250,000 sheets last 
year, a far higher rate of production than In any previous year. At this rate of pro- 
duction, time lost through the move, and through some unrelated difficulties, have placed 
an unusual burden on shop personnel between now and the opening of the Fall Tem. A 
recent compilation showed Jobs Involving more than a quarter of a million Impressions 
are In the shop or will be this week — all high priority Items needed before the open- 
ing of the term. 

It Is requested that any Items not urgently needed before the term begins be postponed 
until after that date. We will manage In some way to honor all present commitments, 
but work about which we have not been Informed must have a very high level of need to 
break Into the lineup....

* The growth of part-time study will continue largely because older students, and es- 
pecially older women students, are less likely to attend full-time.

NURSES GET 

GREEN LIGHT 


[ A last minute effort by the administration to 
! produce an overall agreement in time to utilize 
1 full-time teachers in the Weekend College was 
spurned by union representatives Monday afternoon, 
virtually ending any possibility of full-time 
faculty involvement in this major college project 
in the Fall Term, 

The college added the following to the pay package 
already proposed: 

1. Increments. A 7 percent increase in the 
amount of all increments, except for the 
Instructor's rank, which has a 1€ percent 
increase. 

Compensation for instruction in non-credit 
courses up 15 percent — from $12 - $16 per 
hour to $14 - $18. 

Overload pay increase of about 15 percent, 
from $12 - $16 per hour to $14 - $18, This 
provision would raise pay for Weekend classes 
by $2 per hour, 

4. An increase in Replacement/Substitute pay 
from $12.60 per hour to $13.50 per hour, an 
increase of 7 percent. 

The complete text of the latest college offer is 
reproduced on page 4 of the Monday Report. 

The latest college offer was in addition to the 
previous offer of 5 percent across the board, 
plus increments, plus an adjustment at the in- 
structor's rank recommended by the Cody Report. 

A similar raise is already in effect for non-unit 
full-time college employees. 


The Board of Nursing of the State of

The union had previously turned down that offer, 
citing figures ranging from $18,000 to $25,000 
less than 7 percent they believed the offer rep- 
resented as the chief complaint. Their counter- 
offer was 7 percent plus increments. 

Introducing the latest college offer to meet the 
Union's recommendations, chief college negotiator, 
Jesse Hogg, said the administrative bargaining

team had evaluated union arguments, and were hopeful the new college offer would produce 
agreement. He said the new plan would budget monies to meet the amount of money men- 
tioned by the union. 

"This Is a genuine effort to resolve our differences,” Hogg said. 

Union negotiators said the new offer was a step In the right direction, but declined 
to change their counter offer of 7 per cent plus Increments. 

"We are very disappointed,” Hogg said, "we have really tried to work out something 
that will bridge our differences.” 

An effort to obtain a special agreement on the Weekend College also failed when the 
union Insisted that overload pay for the Weekend College be paid In the term In which 
It Is earned. Arrangements are proceeding to hire qualified part-time teachers for the 
Weekend College. 

Although the college has Insisted that any pay settlement with the union will not be 
retroactive, the union declined to set a date for the next meeting, due to vacations 
for members of their negotiating team. Faculty members on 180-day contracts report 
on August 13 and those on 196-day contracts on August 20. Twelve-month faculty are, 
of course, already on duty. 

"It concerns me that librarians, counselors, and faculty are losing money dally because 
of the lack of acceptance of our offer,” Dr. Elssey said. 

"It seems that the monies lost through delay might well grow to the point where they 
exceed what Is being demanded.” (

PRE-REGISTRATION GOING WELL 


The pre- registration periods are going well when compared with last year, indicating 
a much larger number of students already registered for the Fall Term near the end of 
luly than ever before. Last year was our previous best. 

/ 

A computer printout of July 26 showed a total of 4,437 registered students. A printout 
of July 29, 1978, showed 3,697. 

Although the Central Campus gained 96 over a year ago, the major gains in pre-registra- 
tion were at South and North, with South gaining 340 and North 274. Glades was 20 less 
than a year ago. 

It should be noted that these figures may not be any indication at all of the ultimate 
registration in the Fall Term. They may simply indicate better methods of getting our 
students registered early. 

As might be expected, the trend toward more part-time students continues to be indicated 
in this early tally, although the 1,905 full-time credit students was 211 higher than 
the previous year. There were 75 already registered for non-credit courses as compared 
to 31 a year ago. This is a small indication of our greatly increased activity in Con- 
tinuing Education.

Tuesday with Ed is not scheduled for August 7 because the faculty will not have returned 
to campus. 

TWO FACULTY MEETINGS 

Faculty with 180 day contracts and 12-month faculty will be welcomed back to the campus 
with coffee and danish at a general faculty meeting 8:30 p.m, , August 13 at the Food- 
service Center, Exactly a week later there will be a repeat for the 196-day faculty. 

Very little in the way of a formal program has been developed for the meetings, but 
Dr. Eissey will talk about some of the developments since the close of the last academic 
year and plans for the upcoming year. Charles Graham will give information regarding 
registration procedures. 

Counting department chairmen and other administrators, approximately 125 persons are ex- 
pected for each meeting.

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE AMENDMENT OF THE 

RULE: The title has been changed from "Waiver of Fees for Classified Employees" to 
"Waiver of Matriculation and Tuition Fees for Full-Time Employees." 

The rule now provides that full-time employees may register for one course, workshop, 
or seminar on a space available basis during each term/quarter without payment of 
matriculation and tuition fees except during their scheduled working assignment. 

The rule also establishes guidelines for the waiver of matriculation and tuition 
fees on a space available basis for dependent children and spouses of full-time employees, 
SUMMARY: children & unmarried spouses of a deceased employee within 5 years of the 

demise of the employee, and retired employees, their spouses and dependent 
children, all on a space available basis. 


Full-time emoloyees, their dependents and spouses; children and

1979-80 BUDGET 
...AND TELEPHONES, TOO 

Two items were passed by the college trustees 
at a special meeting Tuesday night, and both- 
are of unusual interest to those of us who 
work at the college: the 1979-80 budget, 

and a new telephone system. 

The budget is 5.3 per cent above last year's, 
topping the $10 million mark in the general 
current fund for the first time. 

It is based on estimates of what will be 
provided by the legislature and on student 
enrollment. It contains no provision for 
raises other than the merit increases where 
they have been earned. 

Dr. Eissey explained that if the legislature 
provides more funds than have been estimated 
in the budget, the administration will make 
later recommendations for use of those 
additional funds.

The personnel portion of the budget was up 
5.6 per cent and the equipment budget was 
down 26.3 per cent. 

Total available for expenditure was 
$10,332,243, and almost the entire amount, 
$10,314,349 was budgeted for possible 
expenditure. 


As this is written, our Lady Pacers are in first 
place after the first round of the National 
Junior College Athletic Association's Women's 
Golf Tournament at Midlands, Texas. 


Our Paula Slivinsky shot a red-hot two-under 
par 70 to lead everybody else by five strokes, 
accounting for most of the seven stroke margin 
the Pacers held over Dade North.

(Subtitle: The Seasons) 

Beginning in 1980, the name of Spring Term I and 
Spring Term II at Palm Beach Junior College will 
be changed.

The last time we talked to you about the

Dade North and just one more round to go. 
It was a pretty sure bet that they would 
at least hang in there well enough to win, 
with that many strokes to work on. 

In case you haven't heard, coach Debbie 
Ruday's girls not only won, they won going 
away, by a fantastic 50 stroke margin. 

"It was the first time all year that we 
really played up to our full capability," 
Debbie said. 

Paula Slivinsky, who was usually No. 3 in 
the Pacer line-up, followed a super 70 on 
the first nine with a steady 78, and then 
closed like the national individual 
champion she had just become with a 73. 


As do all changes which have become engrained in 
books, manuals, catalogs, forms, and other kinds 
of written words, this change will probably 
produce a magnificent upheaval for a few months 
while we get everything straightened out. But 
the result will be worth it. 

Many people in the community will stop waiting 
out our spring terms, expecting to enroll in 
our summer term. And it is not beyond the realm 
of possibility that a very few people might 
realize that our Fall Term begins in August 
instead of September, if we tell them that our 
Summer Term is over in July. 

It is possible that there are some legal techni- 
calities which must be crossed before this is 
fully accomplished, but it is the intention of 
the administration to change the names as of next 
year, and, so far, absolutely no serious objections 
have surfaced. . .JK

much money the college would receive from the State. 


This means that the budget adopted May 29 by the Board of Trustees will be amended after 
passage of the appropriations bill gives us a clearer idea of what our income might be. 

That series of amendments, (and we all hope it will be adding to the estimates of money to 
be made available, not subtracting), will not be the last — amendments will keep coming 
throughout the life of the budget, as adjustments are made to match our guesses of today with 
the reality of tomorrow. 

A budget must be sound. A series of errors could lead to a great deal of human suffering, as 
reported in an article in the Pensacola Journal reprinted on page six of today's Monday Report. 
We certainly do not wish to go through such an experience here. 

The budget just passed at PBJC was lean almost to the point of emaciation. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of badly needed equipment had to be left out in order to find the money 
needed to continue all salaries at their present level, plus earned increases. 

Better salaries for all has been the number one priority of Dr. Eissey's administration from 
its beginning. That has not changed. It is possible, even probable, that after the actions 
of the legislature become clear as far as junior college funding is concerned, and after we 
have been informed from the state level what this will mean to Palm Beach Junior College, 
some upward adjustment of salaries will be made in the next fiscal year. Until we know more 
clearly how much money we will have for operation, speculation on this is not only useless, 
it is counter productive. 

In the nine months Dr. Eissey has been in office, a number of minor miracles have occurredg^ 
Now, with the passage of the ad valorem tax bill and the inclusion of the north campus in 
the appropriations act, a couple of major miracles appear to be near. It is his avowed goal 
to bring the salary level of all employees at the college, not just one segment, into the 
top rank of all colleges in Florida. 

If all of us in the college community become and continue to be hard-working, enthusiastic 
members of the team, supporting all efforts to increase revenue and eliminate unnecessary 
expenditure, there is no doubt that he will succeed in reaching his objective. 

In the meantime, there should be considerable relief in knowing that, barring some real 
calamity in state funding or student receipts, it will not be necessary to release even one 
person next year because of insufficient funds .. .Jonathan Koontz, after consultation with

ENERGY CONSERVATION We have received a copy of a resolution regarding energy conservation 
from Commissioner Turlington through the Division of Community Colleges. This resolution 
directs the College to develop an energy conservation plan which will result in our saving 
a minimum of 15% of our energy consumption. We are required to certify to the State within 
30 days the action which we have taken for the conservation of energy. Some of the items 
which they said must be included in the plans to become effective immediately are: 

1. Temperatures in buildings are to be kept at 78° during the cooling 
season and at 65° during the heating season. 

2. College owned vehicles must comply with the 55 mile per hour speed limit. 

3. Lighting levels are to be reduced in accordance with standards established 
by the State. 

4. Department of General Services Energy Conservation Policies are required to 
be used as the guide of energy consumption. 

5. One employee, the Director of Physical Plant, will be responsible for the 
coordination and direction of the energy conservation program here at the

LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

It is supposed to be foolhardy to count your chickens before they are fully hatched, but the 
temptation is too great. It does look like, with more than a little help from our friends 
in the legislature. Palm Beach Junior College will score well on all except one issue in 
the current legislative session. 


The higher Senate figure of $220 million is in the final appropriations bill, and our 
North Campus is approved for $4.9 million. Both the appropriations bill and our ad valorem 
tax bill have gone to the governor. 


The matching funds for our swimming pool do not appear in the appropriations bill as it now 
stands. Dr. Eissey, who does not know how to stop trying, is already busy looking for some 
other source for those matching funds, before the county commission withdraws its offer. 

Hard and effective work by the President's Council, including Dr. Eissey's critical week 
in Tallahassee, and a good job of lobbying by the FACC were factors in getting the junior 
college story before the legislators. But it is, in the end, the legislators themselves 
who are chiefly responsible. We really should go out of our way to let them know we 
appreciate a job well done.

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PJC Cuts 
106 Staff 

Positions

Pensacola Junior College announced Friday the 
elimination of 106 full-time positions at the college. 

Supervisors will give termination notices to 56 em- 
ployees Monday in an across-the-board reduction of 
14 percent of the college staff. 

Another SO employees have already advised the college of 
their intention to retire or resign this year. 

The college will terminate the positions of 24 classified 
employees within one to two weeks, according to a PJC 
spokesman. Four administrators, four support staff and 24 
instructors will leave at the termination of their present con- 
tracts. 

Except in the case of administrators, the cutback will affect 
exclusively employees hired within the last three years, ac- 
cording to William Moore, executive vice president of the 
college. 

This technique is more accepted by the majority of people 
at the college." he said. Moore said be asked representatives 
of the faculty and classified employees Friday if they suggest- 
ed any changes in the methc^ for deleting positions and 
received no comment. 

"The employees have sanctioned these guidelines," he 
said. 

Moore said the criteria for deleting positions and services 
was to determine which of them "could be discontinued with 
littie or no direct impact on the classroom.” However, the 
percentage reduction in force was applied equally to all em- 
ployment categories. Of the total number of positions lost, 
43. or 41 percent, were of instructional staff. 

Asked if the firings would affect many blacks, Moore re- 
5ponded, "You better believe it." 


He. said many blocks 
employed unde'- the coj- 
affirmative acticn 
plan, would be released, 
nut he did not know the 
e.xact number. 

"Whatever adverse af- 
fect it has on minorities, 
we’ll have to reverse it in 
the plan for 1980-81." he 
.«aid. "We won’t get back 
to our employment level 
now, but we e.xpect some 
growth.” 

Moore said the list of 
employees to be cut has 
liready been made. 

"Supervisors will talk 
•Monday with the individu- 
als affected to notify them 
they will not be here next 
year,” he said. "They will 
also indicate the forms of 
assistance we can give in 
obtaining other employ- 
ment. 

"If the professional peo- 
ple give us a copy of their 
curriculum vitae, we will 
distribute it to all the jun- 
ior colleges in the state 
and throughout the coun- 
try.” he said. 

Asked the cost of this 
tissistance, Moore said it 
was "not too expensive in 
terms of helping those 
who had no fault in the 
situation." 

He said the personnel 
officer of the college 
would help classified em- 
ployees being dismissed 
who are from the Pensaco- 
la area find work with lo- 
cal firms. 

The lay-offs are expect- 
ed to save the college 
SI. 25 million in personnel 
costs and help the college 
recoup a deficit of $1.6 
million from last year. T. 
Felton Harrison, presi- 
dent of PJC, told the col- 
lege’s faculty Feb. 22 of 
the budget problems but 
said he thought attrition 
would make lay-offs un- 
necessary. 

Each personnel catego- 
ry will be reduced by an 
average of 14 percent. 
There will be an overall 
reduction of six adminis- 
frators. 43 instructors. 
Seven support staff and 50 
ciassified workers. 


The college’s anticipat- 
ed revenue for fiscal vear 
(980 is ^16,250,000, ac- 
cording to Moore. Howev- 
er. expenditures are pro- 
jected at $14,650,000 in 
order to eliminate the $1.6 
million deficit. 

Personnel costs for the 
year are estimated at 
% 1 1,808,750, 81 percent of 
total expenditures. 

Moore said he was "con- 
fide.nt’' no further layoffs 
would be necessary for 
next year. However, he 
said the administration 
would only be able to 
determine the need for 
more dismissals ’’after 
taking the list of remain- 
ing individuals, accumu- 
lating their salaries and 
verifying that we have in 
fact met the goal set for 
our budget next year. 

"I fully anticipate what 
we have identiTied will be 
99 percent on line." he 
said.

FIGURING FOR YOURSELF 

HOW MUCH MONEY WILL PBJC GET? 

So you've been reading that Community 
Colleges got $192 million last year and 
will get almost $221 million this year 
and $239 million next year and you've 
got the urge to figure out what kind of a 
percentage jump in state funding PBJC will 
get next year. Take our advice. Don't. 

It looks like the simplest thing in the world 
Get out the calculator, or the pencil and 
paper and figure percentages — apply them 
to last year's PBJC Budget, and there you 
are — Hal 

If you do that, you come up with a 14.9 per 
cent gain this year and an additional 8.2 
per cent gain the year following. Would that 
it were that simple. Indeed, would that it 
v/ere so. 

In the first place, you must take into account 
how much additional education will be demand- 
ed for the additional money. It is true that 
$2.21 is more money than $1.92 — but it is 
not a true increase if it is demanded that 
you buy more goods with the $2.21 than the 
$1.92. 

In the second place, there is the effect of 
the general rate of inflation on everything 
the college buys. All of us know very well 
how that affects a family budget, and the 
college is no different.

In the third, fourth, fifth, sixth place 
and on into infinity the dispensing of funds 
by the Division of Community Colleges in- 
volves such a complex set of equations that 
some colleges will wind up with a much higher 
percentage increase than others, and nobody 
knows before it is done whether we will be 
higher or lower. Until those calculations 
are made and announced, (usually a matter of 
a couple of weeks), it is anybody's guess as 
to the effect of the appropriations bill on 
our budget.

HOW MUCH MONEY - CONT. 

We can say, of course, that the dollar amount will be higher — It had better be, be- 
cause the stand-pat budget we have already passed has a considerable Increase In state 
funding already built In. Beyond that we cannot say much. It is the universal advice 
of all dealing with budgetary matters to do very little speculation, and be patient. 

More than 20 years ago, as a reporter for the Post-Times, I made the mistake of asking 
Dr. Manor for a simple explanation of the state funding formula. He looked at me and 
stated In emphatic terms that I had asked for an impossible thing. "You can't explain 
anything as complex as that In simple terms," he declared, "but If you want to listen. 
I'll be happy to explain It." 

Somewhat cocksure of my ability to absorb any information, (some reporters are like that) 
I nodded my head and he started. Two hours later, brainwashed, dazed and exhausted, and 
still unable to make a coherent, simple statement about the process that he did not 
quickly qualify, I beat a hasty, and somewhat Ignoble retreat. Folks, I don't think it's 
one bit simpler today. JK.

Southern Bell representati ves made a presentation explaining the study they have made of our 
telephone system. 


The current system has no more room for growth, and service is not what it should be, according 
to the study. 

Some features of the new plan: 

All telephones on campus will be reachable from the outside by their own number through a 
system called Direct Inward Dialing. Relieved of switchboard duties to a large extent, the 
operators could be utilized in an information center. 

All campuses will be a part of the new system, with internal lines similar to the single line 
now available to the Glades campus. Automatic records will be kept of long distance dialing. 
Other features would include automatic forwarding and call back.

Dr. Eissey said that all of the three major PBJC items — the swimming pool, the north campus, 
and the half mill referendum -- were still alive when he left Tallahassee, 

"^■house members of the conference committee all understand the importance of our swimming 
pom -- that this is our last chance," he says. "But the Senate members were much harder to 
convince that it is a real necessity." 

Funding for the North Campus remains in both bills, but it is yet to be determined whether the 
Senate version -- much better for us than the house version -- will finally prevail. 

The ad valorem tax bill appears to be on target for passage as an uncontested local bill. 

In regard to the state funding for community colleges. Dr. Eissey said the House had agreed 
to an additional $6 million for community colleges, but only if the Senate would agree to add 
$14 million to their total educational package. As this is written, they are still negotiating. 

A LOT OF WORK LEFT TO BE DONE 

Occasionally, the critics of education begin to get to you, and you might begin to wonder if 
we are not already reaching all the people who should be getting a college education. Far 
from it. 

An article in the May Community and Junior College Journal, (page 7), has some interesting 
statistics, if you ever feel that way. 

It turns out that of the 119 million Americans 25 years of age and over, 25 million have not 
completed grade school, another 18 million have not completed high school. 

other end of the scale, only 33 million have had any college education at all, and only 
li^Rllion are college graduates. 

Another way of saying that is that 76 million ^ finish high school, and 61 million of that 
76 million do not finish college. There is plenty of work left to be done.

LEGISLATIVE REPORT 


BILLS OF INTEREST PASSED LAST WEEK: 


CSSB 209 SCHOOL PERSONNEL/SICK LEAVE, POOLING Extends sick leave benefits to all employees, 
with district school boards authorized to establish policies for all full-time 
employees with one year of employment for voluntary pooling of unused sick leave 
and disbursing extra days to other employee, with school board required to set a 
cap on the number of days an employee can contribute and draw, employees required 
to use up own sick leave before using pool. Sent to Senate Ways. Amended to also 
include community college employees in sick leave rights and pooling, permitting 
transfer of sick leave days to community colleges from other colleges, distric^R 
school boards and the DOE. Final roll call, bill passed, vote of 97-5, sent to^ 
Governor. 

SB 474 SCHOOL PERSONNEL/SUIT COST REIMBURSEMENT Authorizes all agencies of government, 

including schools, to provide an att<|ti|ey to defend any civil action brought against 
an officer or employee, including defense against civil rights suits, with agency 
authorized to expend available funds to pay any judgment against an officer or 
employee unless employee caused harm intentionally, relieving all officers and 
employees of any personal liability for any act committed in the course of employ- 
ment unless employee acted in bad faith. Final roll call, bill passed, vote of 
35-0, sent to Governor. 


SB 585 COMMUNITY COLLEGES/TRAFFIC ENFORCEMENT (Neal) Authorizes community college trustees 
to adopt and enforce parking and traffic rules on college campuses. Amended to 
provide that fines collected are to be used for student assistance programs. Final 
roll call, bill passed, vote of 113-0, sent to Governor. 


HB 322 PUBLIC EMPLOYEES/MILEAGE Increase reimbursement for car mileage for public employee 
from 14 cents per mile to 20 cents per mile. Amended to require agencies to set 
rate at 20 cents per mile. Amended to increase mileage to 17^ per mile in 1979-80 
and 19(^ in 1980-81 if IRS authorizes, or whatever amount IRS approves. Passed both 
House and Senate.

A PAT ON THE BACK 

• Palm Beach Junior College students and 
graduates have earned higher grade 
point averages (GPA) In the Florida 
University System than the state-wide 
average, according to statistics In The 
Articulation, a publication of the Flor- 
ida Department of Education. 

"We're proud of our students, of our 
teachers, and of everyone who has worked 
to keep the quality of our education high" 
says Dr. Elssey. 

"At a time when the quality of education 
at all levels Is being questioned In Flor- 
ida," he says, "It Is heartening to note 
that our high standards are still being 
upheld." 

Statistics In the publication show that 
PBJC students who transfer prior to 60 
credit hours at the college, do better 
than the state average, but those who 
transfer after 60 hours at PBJC have 
even higher grade point averages. 

For an example. In 1978 the 406 PBJC stu- 
dents who transferred to the state 
university system prior to earning 60

TRUSTEES VOTE FREE TUITION 

Our trustees got together for a special 
meeting last Monday night, disposed of 
the regular business In a hurry, and spent 
considerable time and energy on a massive 
overhaul of board policy and administra- 
tive and personnel handbooks. 

They passed, with obvious pleasure, the 
proposal to grant us the tuition waivers, 
exactly as outlined to you In the personal 
letter you have received from Dr. Elssey. 

They also agreed to the change In term 
names to Fall, Winter, Spring and Summer, 
beginning next year. 

The overhaul was largely a matter of up- 
dating and editing to avoid duplication, 
and to make changes In minor administrative 
matters possible without going through the 
cumbersome procedures necessary to change 
a board policy. 

A corrmlttee headed by Joe Schneider has been 
working on the revisions for some time, and 
the President's Staff went over every Item 
before It was presented to the board. Ex- 
cept for some small changes, the board 
approved all revisions, and the overhaul 
now had Its first reading. 

If you are Interested, you may examine a 
copy of all the proposed revisions In the 
Library. 

WE TRIED, AND SOMETIME - - WE’LL TRY AGAIN 

Although the legislature passed a law per- 
mitting Junior Colleges to continue Insurance 
coverage for retired employees, with the 
retiree paying premiums. It appears that we 
at PBJC will not be able to Increase the 
availability of Insurance beyond the level 
we already have had.

hours of credit had a GPA of 2.66 (compared to the 2.62 GPA of statewide students). 
However, the 1,175 PBJC students who transferred after 60 or mor-e hours of credit, 
showed a 2.72 GPA (compared to statewide student figure of 2.70). 

Says Dot Suttle, Director of Institutional Research, who compiled the Information, 
"The Articulation for May 1979 substantiates what we knew was true! Palm Beach 
Junior College offers quality education to quality students." 

The publication also showed (based on Fall Quarter Registrations) that approximately 
90 percent of the PBJC transfers Into the state university system go to three Flor- 
ida colleges: Florida Atlantic University (55 percent In 1978), University of 

Florida (18 percent In 1978) and Florida State University (15.4 percent In 1978).

the question In detail with Randy Hopkins, a local agent, who was substituting for 
John Emerson of Gulf Life, our basic Insurance carrier. The answers were essentially 
negative on every point that was raised. It appears that we are lucky to have the 
coverage we now have, which Is based on being a part of a group that Includes the 
Palm Beach County School Board — that separation from the school board would either 
be Impossible or very costly — that maintenance of retirees In the essential group 
with employees In the life Insurance group would be prohibitively expensive, and 
quite expensive In the health Insurance — that even to keep early retirees covered 
until the time they would normally retire would not be possible. 

After hearing that last, the staff asked Mr, Hopkins, who Is an agent for a large 
nuntier of Insurance companies, whether some other company might be more lenient — 
at least for retirees who have not yet reached normal retirement age. His opinion was 
that this would be extremely unlikely, since our current experience record Is bad In 
both life and health Insurance. 

Currently, there are conversion options for retirees, and the personnel office will 
explain these to anyone with a real Interest. 

Dr. Elssey admitted a temporary setback In the matter, but refused to admit defeat. 

"I believe that when people give their lives In the service of this Institution, It 
Is not right just to say thanks, give them a token gift, and cut the umbilical cord 
forever ~ putting them out there all alone for the rest of their lives. Somewhere, 
somehow, we'll have an opportunity to do something about this, and when we can, we will

NOT REALLY ALL THAT BAD 

In case you might be thinking that our In- 
crease In student fees to $15 per credit hour 
Is raising the cost of education at PBJC to 
exorbitant heights, take a look at the long 
paragraph below, excerpted from an article 
by Edward B. Fiske In the New York Times of 
5/21. “The total cost for a year at the 
most expensive and prestigious colleges and 
universities will surpass $9,000 for the first 
time next fall, according to the college 
scholarship service of the College Entrance 
Examination Board, In Its annual survey of 
the costs of higher education, the organization 
estimated that average expenses for residen- 
tial students at private four-year colleges 
would be $5,526, or 10.6 percent above those 
of the current academic year. At public four- 
year colleges the estimated costs will be 
$3,258, a rise of 8.5 percent. The report 
stated that total expenses at any type of 
college would be about $750 higher for resi- 
dent students than for those who commute 
from home. Total costs for commuters at 

private four-year colleges will be about 
$4,977, an Increase of 15.8 percent over the 
current level." 


With funding Information finally in hand, 
the college will begin salary and other 
economic discussions and decisions at two 
separate meetings tomorrow. 

At 9 a.m. , In Conference Room B of the 
Administration Building, Dr. Elssey will 
ask the college trustees, at a special 
meeting, to adopt the findings of the 
Cody Report as a guide to salary adjust- 
ments for non-bargaining unit oersonnel. 

Also on the agenda of that meeting will be 
a proposal to Implement the recent legis- 
lative action which would allow an Increase 
In student fees. Instead of recommending 
the allowable $2 per credit hour. Dr. Elssey 
will recommend half that amount. The basic 
per credit hour fee of $14 would be raised 
to $15 beginning In the Fall Term. A third 
Item on the agenda Involves final Inspection 
of the new Allied Health Building. 

The second meeting will be a collective 
bargaining meeting at 3 p.m. In the County 
Recreation Office south of the PBJC Central 
Campus, riemhers of the college bargaining 
team will be prepared to discuss salaries 
and other economic Items. 

The college has been waiting since the end 
of the legislative session for Information 
from Tallahassee regarding funding. This 
arrived last week, but the meetings could 
not be set until the 17th.

MORE ABOUT SALARIES 


Dr. Eissey has released additional Information about the salary plan he will present 
to the trustees tomorrow morning covering non-unit , full-time employees, just in 
time to be added to this Monday Report. It ^s not a sample plan, and you may not 
be able to figure immediately, exactly to the penny, what kind of raise you will be 
getting as an individual. But there are some guidelines, outlined below, that may 
give you a realistic idea. BEST OF ALL, IF DR. EISSEY'S RECOMM ENDATIONS ARE ADOPTED 
BY THE BOARD, YOU WON'T HAVE LONG TO WAIT TO FIND OUT — YOUR PAYCHECK OF JULY 19 
WILL REFLECT THE RAISE. Remember, what is said here applies to non-unit , ful 1-time 
employees. 

The easiest, and probably best way to explain Dr. Eissey's plan is to sa^y that it is 
a five percent raise across the board, plus increments if you were eligible and 
recommended by your supervisor, plus reclassifications where recommended by the Cody 
Report. 

The five percent is a true salary increase — not a one-time payment, or bonus. This 
is the second five percent increase since Dr. Eissey became president, and is evidence 
that his commitment to better salaries for all is as strong as ever. All non-unit, 
full-time employees with the exception of Dr. Eissey, himself, will be recommended 
for the five percent raise. Again this year. Dr. Eissey will make no recommendation 
as to his own salary. 

Some employees will be getting more than five percent. If you were recotrmended for 
an annual merit increment this year, you will get that plus the five percent raise. 
Since these scheduled, incremental raises vary slightly in percentage, you would 
need to know your individual salary schedule to figure this out in exact detail. 

Some employees will get the five percent, plus an increment, plus an adjustment rec- 
ommended by the Cody Report. Others will get the five percent, plus a Cody Report 
Adjustment, but not an increment. It is in the area of Cody Report adjustments that 
the task of Informing you through the Monday Report about your own individual raise 
becomes impossible. The Personnel Office will notify you of your new salary within 
the next several weeks. 

ABOUT THE CODY REPORT . Cody and Associates were hired by the Board to make an in- 
dependent study of our situation in regard to salaries of all college personnel when 
it became obvious that we faced serious problems in certain areas. Cody and Assoc- 
iates are experienced in such salary studies, and have data already on hand 
regarding salaries in other similar institutions. In addition, they conducted wage 
and salary studies in the local area, interviewed supervisory personnel to update 
job requirements, and became thoroughly familiar with our present salary schedules and 
with recommendations for adjustments made by supervisors during budget studies. 

The Cody Report recommended adjustments in certain individual positions, and also 
recommended a general Increase if this were financially possible for the college. 
Except for one or two instances of downward adjustments recommended by the firm. 

Dr. Eissey plans to recommend adoption of all its provisions. 

Overall, for the college as a whole , the total of all of these adjustments will 
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equal the full seven percent increase, the maximum allowed by the State Department 
of Education as detail eJ^n the guidelines from President Carter. 

The task facing Dr. Elssey and his staff In getting together a recommendation on 
salaries was a formidable one. They, by necessity, had to stay In the limit set 
by the President — — and Increments, plus the Cody Report adjustments must also 
be included within the seven percent limitation. 

There are some Individual salaries which will go up substantially on a percentage 
basis. It Is well to remember that In these cases an Independent study has con- 
firmed that those positions were being underpaid in relation to similar positions 
covered In the study. 

Funding Information was received by the college late In the day on Monday, July 2. 
If Dr. Elssey's plan Is adopted, and raises are In the paychecks of July 19, this 
speaks well for the efficiency of the entire operation. 

"I am truly happy that we have been able to recommend these Increases," Dr. Elssey 
said. "I would be even happier If there were any way we could have done even more. 

"I am proud of our staff, and of the way they are cooperating In the many new steps 
we are trying to Implement. If It were not for that cooperation, the salary recom- 
mendations would not have been possible. 

"We are moving ahead, step by step, to that place somewhere down the road, where we 
will be a leader In Horida among community colleges in the area of salaries. 

"The steps may not be as fast as you would like, or I would like, but the direction 
is set, and the priority is fixed, and we will get there."

MEETING NO. 2 


SALARY INCREASE OFFERED 

A pay raise package similar to that granted 
non-unit, full-time employees at the trus- 
tees meeting on Tuesday morning was offered 
to teachers, librarians and counselors at 
a collective bargaining meeting Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The college offered a five percent across- 
the board increase, plus increments in 
accordance with contract provisions, plus 
a Cody Report recommendation that the max- 
imum range for the rank of instructor be 
increased an additional seven percent. 

The increases will be effective at the 
time an agreement is ratified by unit mem- 
bers and will not be retroactive, according 
to the written offer presented at the meet- 
ing. 

A number of questions were asked about de- 
tails of the plan. Some were answered 
immediately and others required data not 
available at the meeting. (Cont. on page 2) 


MEETING NO, 1 

TRUSTEES APPROVE SALARY INCREASES 

All non-unit, full-time employees will receive 
a five percent increase in salary effective 
Immediately as a result of action at a spec- 
ial board of trustees meeting last Tuesday 
morning. Those eligible and recommended by 
supervisors for increments will also receive 
their increment, and a number of employees-^ 
will also receive adjustments based on recom- 
mendations of the Cody Report. 

In short, the board approved the pay package 
plan proposed by Dr. Eissey as outlined in the 
special page attached to last week's Monday 
Report. 

The board also approved a $1 per credit hour 
increase in fees, effective in the Fall Term. 
This item was on first reading, with the 
second reading scheduled for the regular 
board meeting, July 25. 

Final inspection of the new Allied Health 
Building was authorized, and held immediately 
following the board meeting. The official 
result of the Inspection will be received by 
mail, according to Tony Tate, who said that 
there is a lengthy check list of items left 
to be accomplished before final payment will 
be made, and the building ready for occupancy. 
Use at the beginning of the Fall Term is still 
scheduled. 

Explaining his action in recommending the $1 
increase, rather than the $2 allowed through 
action of the legislature. Dr. Eissey said 
the college is aware of the financial diffi- 
culties facing everyone through inflation, 
the increase in the cost of gasoline and other 
factors, that we are truly interested in our 
students, and will increase tuition only when 
it is absolutely necessary. 

Dr. Eissey said that the overall cost of the 
pay plan granted non-unit full-time employees 
by the board and the plan offered to the union 
will be seven percent higher than last year — 
the maximum increase allowed under the pres- 
ident's guidelines. 


MEETING NO. 2 CONT. 


Union representatives did not comment on the pay plan during the meeting, but said 
they would react at the next meeting after studying the offer.

WEEKEND COLLEGE 

It has been some time since the Monday Report 
gave an update on the Weekend College, but 
there has been much activity In planning stages, 
and there are now some firm facts to report. 
Plans have not always gone as the administration 
had hoped, but they are progressing. 

A list of 27 course offerings has been selected, 
18 on Saturday morning and nine on Saturday 
afternoon. Class meetings begin on September 8, 
and It has been determined that registration Is 
now open and will be accepted until the time 
of the first class meeting. 

Or. Elssey assigned Dr. Erling the task of 
arranging for a Weekend College registration to 
be held at a number of Malls throughout the coun 
ty. Plans for this special day of registration 
on Saturday, August 18, are nearly complete, and 
a two-page check-list of Items prepared by Dr, 
Erling on July 11 has now been all checked off 
except for one Item — arranging with the media 
for a press conference on August 7 to kick off 
publicity about the Weekend College and to 
explain about our special registration day. 


"From the very beginning, we have attempted to 
Include the full-time faculty In plans for the 
Weekend College," Dr. Elssey said, "We have had 
a proposal on the bargaining table since last 
March. 

"When time ran out, and we had to make decisions 
about who would be teaching these courses In the 
Fall Term, we made It clear to the union that If

Dr, Elssey said that he had hoped that the Weekend College would be a way the full- 
time faculty could supplement their Income on a purely voluntary basis, but that this 
opportunity will now be lost for the Fall Term, 


The college offer Included pay scales of $12 to $16 per>hour depending on rank and 
Dr, Elssey pointed out that a teacher could earn from $36 to $48 per hour Saturday 
morning and the same amount Saturday afternoon If scheduled for two classes, 

"I regret very much the necessity of proceeding without the full-time faculty," 

Dr, Elssey said, "but we have run out of time, and must find other highly qualified 
teachers. 


TRUSTEES 


The Palm Beach Junior College trustees held their annual reorganization meeting 
Wednesday night. Dr, Philip Lichtblau was elected to another term as chairman, and 
George Michael to another term as vice chairman. 

Date, time and place of regular meetings remained the same, the third Wednesday of 
each month, 7:30 p,m,. In the Foodservice Center, 


The board approved all suggested policy changes. Including a $1 per credit hour In- 
crease In student fees to be effective In the fall term. 


An emergency Item on the agenda Involved the reaction of the board to a plan to locate 
50 units of subsidized housing Immediately across SR 715 from the entrance to the 
Glades Campus, 


Or, Elssey asked for reactions from Or, Conley, PBJC Glades Provost, and Mrs, Hand, 
trustee from the Glades, Both opposed the move. 

Or, Conley said traffic congestion from two-laned SR 715 Into the college was already 
a problem with the Glades 1,200 students last year. He said that problem will grow worse 
when the new auditorium Is finished by some 300 or 400 more automobiles. 


"To place a high density project Immediately across from the college would surely create 
a real traffic jam," Dr. Conley said. 

He also said PBJC Glades has so far escaped vandalism, and he was afraid the close prox- 
imity of the project would cause policing problems, especially since the location Is 
outside the city limits of Belle Glade. 

The HUD project Included an alternate site — eight acres near the center of Belle Glade. 
Both Dr. Conley and Mrs. Hand felt the alternate site would be better for all concerned. 

The board authorized Dr. Elssey to draft a reply for them opposing the location of the 
project on SR 715.

The Print Shop has been moved from Its location on the second floor of the old adnln- 
Istratlon building, AD-20, to the first floor of the Tech Building, Tech 1 and 2, where 
the nursing classrooms used to be. 

The new quarters solved a persistent problem of noise In the offices below the old 
location, and provide room for expansion when It becomes possible to purchase much- 
needed new equipment. 

A recent annual analysis showed the print shop had printed over 2,250,000 sheets last 
year, a far higher rate of production than In any previous year. At this rate of pro- 
duction, time lost through the move, and through some unrelated difficulties, have placed 
an unusual burden on shop personnel between now and the opening of the Fall Term. A 
recent compilation showed Jobs Involving more than a quarter of a million Impressions 
are In the shop or will be this week — all high priority Items needed before the open- 
ing of the term. 

It Is requested that any Items not urgently needed before the term' begins be postponed . 
until after that date. We will manage In some wiy to honor all present commitments, 
but work about which we have not been Informed must have a very high level of need to 
break Into the lineup....

* Total enrollment Is slowing and may be expected to begin a decline through the m1d-80*s 

* The decline will deepen as full-time students tend to be replaced by students who stu<1y 
part-time. 

^ Students older than 24 years of age and women will continue to Increase as a share of 
enrollment. 

* The growth of part-time study will continue largely because older students, and es- 
pecially older wom e n students, are less likely to attend full-time.

NO BARGAINING AGREEMENT 
I A last minute effort by the administration to 
' produce an overall agreement in time to utilize 
full-time teachers in the Weekend College was 
spurned by union representatives Monday afternoon, 
virtually ending any possibility of full-time 
faculty involvement in this major college project 
in the Fall Term. 

The college added the following to the pay package 
already proposed: 

1. Increments. A 7 percent increase in the 
amount of all increments, except for the 
Instructor's rank, which has a 16 percent 
increase. 

2. Compensation for instruction in non-credit 
courses up 15 percent — from $12 - $16 per 
hour to $14 - $18. 

Overload pay increase of about 15 percent, 
from $12 - $16 per hour to $14 - $18. This 
provision would raise pay for Weekend classes 
by $2 per hour. 

4. An increase in Replacement/Substitute pay 
from $12.60 per hour to $13.50 per hour, an 
increase of 7 percent. 

The complete text of the latest college offer is 
reproduced on page 4 of the Monday Report. 

The latest college offer was in addition to the 
previous offer of 5 percent across the board, 
plus increments, plus an adjustment at the in- 
structor's rank recommended by the Cody Report. 

A similar raise is already in effect for non-unit 
full-time college employees. 

The union had previously turned down that offer, 
citing figures ranging from $18,000 to $25,000 
less than 7 percent they believed the offer rep- 
resented as the chief complaint. Their counter- 
offer was 7 percent plus increments. 

Introducing the latest college offer to meet the 
.Union's recommendations, chief college negotiator, 
Jesse Hogg, said the administrative bargaining

team had evaluated union arguments, and were hopeful the new college offer would produce 

agreement. He said the new plan would budget monies to meet the amount of money men- v 
tioned by the union. \. 

"This is a genuine effort to resolve our differences," Hogg said. 

Union negotiators said the new offer was a step in the right direction, but declined 
to change their counter offer of 7 per cent plus increments, 

"We are very disappointed." Hogg said, "we have really tried to work out something 
that will bridge our differences." 

An effort to obtain a special agreement on the Weekend College also failed when the 
union insisted that overload pay for the Weekend College be paid in the term in which 
it is earned. Arrangements are proceeding to hire qualified part-time teachers for the 
Weekend College. 

Although the college has insisted that any pay settlement with the union will not be 
retroactive, the union declined to set a date for the next meeting, due to vacations 
for members of their negotiating team. Faculty members on 180-day contracts report 
on August 13 and those on 196-day contracts on August 20. Twelve-month faculty are, 
of course, already on duty. 

It concerns me that librarians, counselors, and faculty are losing money daily because 
of the lack of acceptance of our offer," Dr. Eissey said. 

It seems that the monies lost through delay might well grow to the point where they 
exceed what is being demanded."

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PRE-REGISTRATION GOING WELL 


The pre-registration periods are going well when compared with last year, indicating 
a much larger number of students already registered for the Fall Term near the end of 
July than ever before. Last year was our previous best. 

A computer printout of July 26 showed a total of 4,437 registered students. A printout 
of July 29, 1978, showed 3,697. 

Although the Central Campus gained 96 over a year ago, the major gains in pre-registra- 
tion were at South and North, with South gaining 340 and North 274. Glades was 20 less 
than a year ago. 

It should be noted that these figures may not be any indication at all of the ultimate 
registration in the Fall Term. They may simply indicate better methods of getting our 
students registered early. 

As might be expected, the trend toward more part-time students continues to be indicated 
in this early tally, although the 1,905 full-time credit students was 211 higher than 
the previous year. There were 75 already registered for non-credit courses as compared 
to 31 a year ago. This is a small indication of our greatly increased activity in Con- 
tinuing Education.

WRITTEN STATEMENT OF THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES JUSTIFYING THE AMENDMENT OF THE 

RULE: The title has been changed from "Waiver of Fees for Classified Employees" to 

"Waiver of Matriculation and Tuition Fees for Ful 1 -Time Employees . " 

The rule now provides that full-time employees may register for one course, workshop, 
or seminar on a space available basis during each term/quarter without payment of 
matriculation and tuition fees except during their scheduled working assignment. 

The rule also establishes guidelines for the waiver of matriculation and tuition 
fees on a space available basis for dependent children and spouses of full-time employees, 
SUMMARY: children & unmarried spouses of a deceased employee within 5 years of the 

demise of the employee, and retired employees, their spouses and dependent 
children, all on a space available basis. 


Full-time emoloyees, their dependents and spouses; children and
